Bad Touch 


Restrictions may hurt legit massage parlors without fixing SF's prostitution 
or human trafficking problems. 


ByC hris Roberts Under Tang’s new restrictions, both 
kinds of establishments will need per- 
mits from the Department of Public 


Health and sign-off from city 


You'd think the police could do 
something about this. The problem is 
that massage parlors are not the Police 
Department’s problem — a 2004 law 
signed by then-Mayor Willie Brown put 
massage parlors under the purview 
of health workers. A 2008 state 
law intended to sanction 
legitimate massage estab- 
lishments also created a 
loophole to avoid health 
inspections that’s been ex- 
ploited by sex parlors. 

The latest problem, 
massage therapists say, is 
the third and most-recent 
attempt by Sunset District 
Supervisor Katy Tang to address 
the massage parlor problem 
via legislation rather than 
law enforcement. For 
one thing, the leg- 
islation draws 
no distinction 
between the 
barred-window, 
late-night, red- 


The Bay Area has become a hub 
for money and influence in the era of 
global capitalism. Just look at our new 
skyscrapers, funded by Chinese capital, 
and new Bay Bridge, built with Chinese 
steel. But San Francisco is also a hotbed 
for aless savory impact of the global 
economy — human trafficking. 

The FBI in 2009 identified San 
Francisco as a nexus for the modern- 
day slave trade. Trafficked people can 
include coerced domestic workers 
and garment factory coolies as well 
as young people lured to the country 
under the false promise of legitimate 
employment and forced to work as 
prostitutes at one of the city’s roughly 
300 massage establishments. As 
many as half of the city’s massage 
parlors are fronts for the sex trade, 
the city’s Department of Public Health 
acknowledges, and many — nobody 
knows for sure how many — are 
believed to also “employ” workers 
trafficked here.

unmolested. So far, nothing much has 
changed. Dozens of parlors offer sex 
acts, and it’s easy to find which ones. 
Online sites like “rubmaps.com” offer 
this information in sometimes-graphic 
detail, down to the dollar amount re- 
quired and the sex workers’ names. 
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building inspectors. New and existing 
massage establishments also will have 
to adhere to zoning restrictions, and 
some establishments will need an ex- 
pensive “conditional use permit” from 
the city’s Planning Department. There 
are exceptions carved out, but Elise and 
other practitioners say the process will 
put some legitimate massage therapists 
out of business while leaving the broth- 
els untouched. 

“It’s the brothels,” Elise said, “that 
will be able to afford this.” 

In an interview, Tang 
said the new law was 
crafted with input from 
massage therapists, some 
of whom took advantage 
of that 2008 state law 
to avoid securing a city 
permit — and for whom 
the carve-outs, a so-called 
“legitimization program,” 
were created. 

“We were very generous 
with that program,’ Tang 
said. “Honestly, the only 
people having problems are 
the ones who weren't fol- 
lowing the rules before.” 

Elise isn’t so sure. She 

said she’s worried her tiny 
two-room studio won't 

pass muster due to a lack 

of sprinklers. Meanwhile, 
any john looking for a happy 
ending has dozens of op- 
tions to choose from. 

“They should either just

Unwelcome 
Advances 


Airbnb deploys anicon of 
heartland sincerity to lure 
in skeptical SF Pride revelers. 


“Homespun Americana horse- 
shit.” That’s how longtime San Francisco 
resident Patrick Connors describes Airb- 
nb’s Welcome Wagon, a mobile porch- 
front crisscrossing the city to promote 
the company’s sponsorship of SF Pride. 
Last week, the wagon parked at 

the Mission Pool and Playground on 
Valencia. On offer were free pineap- 
ple and beet juice, DIY crafts, anda 
crowdsourced community Pride flag. 
Although passersby were intrigued, 
the wagon’s presence was anything 


but welcome for the half dozen 
activists who gathered to protest a 
company they call emblematic of the 
“siphoning economy.” 

According to a 2014 report pre- 
sented to the Board of Supervisors, 
Airbnb alone has kept between 925 
and 1,960 units off the housing mar- 
ket. In the Mission, 29 percent of 
potential rentals were listed on the 
home-sharing website. 

“Folksy expressions like ‘welcome 
wagon’ give a mom-and-pop feel to 
what is really corporate greed and a 


disregard for the broader community,” 


said Sue Englander, a professor at 
San Francisco State University, who 
passed out fliers declaring THE MIS- 
SION WANTS HOUSING, NOT HO- 
TELS. Behind her, three young hype 
girls in Airbnb tank tops bounced 
serenely to muzak. 


Even as it closes in ona $24 
billion valuation, Airbnb seems de- 
termined to charm a city that hasn’t 
exactly embraced it. On June 18, the 
company released a video featuring 
two retirees on a fixed income who 
rely on Airbnb for extra income. The 
company also posted data indicating 
it brought $469 million to the city’s 
economy last year. The Welcome 
Wagon not only seeks to affirm 
Airbnb’s LGBT bona fides but also 
the company’s vision of itself as a 
community-builder. 

Connors doesn’t buy the market- 
ing. “It’s tone deaf,” he said. “Nobody 
thinks that way except someone in a 
goddamn boardroom.” 

On June 16, the Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club published an open 
letter to the San Francisco Pride 


board that echoes Connors’ cynicism: 


“These companies in particular are 
bullying and buying their way into 
our community’s good graces ... They 
are profiting off of our homes, our 
names, and our identities.” The letter 
went on to question why the Pride 
board didn’t partner with the many 
unionized hotels in the city instead. 

As an Airbnb employee gave some- 
one a temporary tattoo, a couple of 
activists nearby took potshots at the 
Welcome Wagon. “Looks like a planta- 
tion porch,” one said. “Don’t drink the 
Airbnb Kool-Aid,” another shouted 
to an Urban Outfitters-esque couple 
enticed by the free juice. 

Amy Farah Weiss, a self-pro- 
claimed YIMBY and mayoral candi- 
date, lounged against the playground 
gate, waiting for people to sign her 
petition calling for Airbnb to be 
more transparent about city regis- 


tration laws. (San Francisco requires 
Airbnb hosts to register with the 
Planning Department.) 

“T wish that Airbnb would have 
trained all of their outreach employ- 
ees in the specifics of local rules so 
tenants know to check their lease 
first,” she said. Since the company is 
offering a $500 “travel bonus” for San 
Franciscans who list their spaces in 
June, it’s unlikely that transparency 
will trump inventory. 

Connors jokes that the theme of 
this year’s Pride is “eviction assis- 
tance.” In press releases, Airbnb bills 
itself Pride’s “alternative accommo- 
dation partner.” But with its rainbow 
decor and marigold flower boxes, the 
Welcome Wagon evokes something 
else — an alternative reality. One 
where everyone is too carefree to wor- 
ry about eviction. Jeremy Lybarger

Giant Footprint 


How did San Francisco's favorite sports team become areal estate developer?

In the early hours of Tuesday, 
June 16, the San Francisco Giants 
emerged from a marathon negotiation 
session with the unanimous support of 
the Board of Supervisors and the city’s 
affordable housing advocates for a 
planned development of a new neighbor- 
hood next door to AT&T Park. Ina city 
where a market-rate housing morato- 
rium in the Mission garnered seven 
votes at a board meeting, where a pri- 
vately funded waterfront development 
at 8 Washington Street was defeated at 
the ballot box, and where real estate de- 
veloper offices have become targets for 
protest, achieving consensus support for 
a massive mixed-use development like 
Mission Rock is a remarkable feat. 

Garnering that support came at 
a cost. Since 2013, when the Giants 
first took a term sheet for the project 
to the Board of Supervisors, the team 
has increased the amount of afford- 
able housing in the new development 
from 15 to 33 to 40 percent. The 
first jump was a self-imposed com- 
mitment to more below-market rate 
units prompted by the team’s need 
to win voter support for the project. 
(The 2014 passage of Proposition B 
requires developers to pass a ballot 
measure to increase height limits on 
the waterfront). The second jump was 
wrested from the team by Supervisor 
Jane Kim and her progressive col- 
leagues (Supervisors Eric Mar, David 
Campos, and John Avalos) who played 
affordable-housing hardball by threat- 
ening a competing ballot measure. 
That play forced the negotiations 
that resulted in the final deal for 40 
percent affordable. 

But what’s odder than the general 
goodwill toward the project is the Gi- 
ants’ own involvement. Over the past 
seven years, the Giants have trans- 
formed from a major league baseball 
team into a major real estate develop- 
er that also operates a baseball team. 
The team has moved into the ranks of 
real estate bigwigs like Boston Proper- 
ties and Lennar while maintaining the 
feel-good aura of a World Series-win- 
ning ballclub. 

That the Giants would control 
the future of development on their 
massive surface parking lot was not a 
foregone conclusion. When the Port 
of San Francisco began looking for 
proposals in 2008 to redevelop the 38- 
acre site, the Giants were essentially 
the baseball-themed window dressing 
for a development team led by Cord- 
ish, one of the country’s largest real 





estate developers, and Farallon Capital 
Management, one of the world’s larg- 
est hedge funds. The Port noted at the 
time that, financially, the Giants were 
a junior partner to those heavy hitters. 
Farallon and Cordish brought capital 
and development experience. The Gi- 
ants brought a brand name that enjoys 
considerable community goodwill. 

The Farallon-Cordish-Giants team 
merged with other developers compet- 
ing for the rights to the project, unit- 
ing with Kenwood Investments (a ma- 
jor real estate developer), Stockbridge 
Capital (a major real estate investment 
firm), and Wilson Meany Sullivan (a 
local real estate developer) to create 
an all-star team worthy of winning 
an exclusive negotiation agreement 
with the Port. By May 2009, a Port 
memo revealed that only Stockbridge, 
Farallon, Cordish, and Wilson Meany 
Sullivan were planning to contribute 
equity to the deal (the lion’s share 
from Stockbridge and Farallon). By 
2010, Stockbridge and Kenwood had 
left the development team, and by 
2011, Farallon and Wilson Meany 
Sullivan were no longer contributing 
equity. The Giants went from contrib- 
uting negligible equity to accounting 
for 50 percent of the project’s capital, 
with Cordish on the hook for the rest. 
In late 2012, Cordish departed as well, 
and the San Francisco Giants were the 
last developer standing. 

The Giants were likely able to 
survive because they were not a real 
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estate developer. While Farallon, 
Stockbridge, and Kenwood struggled 
to weather the crash by withdrawing 
from long-term public-private 
commitments, the Giants were not 
overly committed to the real estate 
market. As Fran Weld, the Giants’ 
director of real estate, points out, 
“We weren't that affected [by the 
recession]. Our core work of being a 
baseball team continued, and we won 
two World Series.” 

Weld joined the Giants after five 
years with the Boston Red Sox, where 
she helped that team redevelop the 
neighborhood around Fenway Park. 
The breakup between Cordish and the 
Giants is a bit harder to account for. 
Weld claims the Giants remain on 
good terms with Cordish, and Cordish 
declined to comment for this article. 
But in 2013, the San Francisco Chron- 
icle reported that Cordish’s departure 
was less than amicable, and resulted 
in “months of behind-the-scenes 
negotiations and threats” before the 
parties reached a settlement. 

Around the time of the Cordish 
breakup, a lawyer representing an un- 
disclosed client appeared at the Port 
Commission demanding a new bid- 
ding process for the project, arguing, 
“Almost all of the equity, all of the 
experience and all of the development 
capability in the SWL 337 Associates 
LLC team’s proposal was the Cordish 
Company, yet they appear to be out of 
the picture now.” The lawyer now says

he doesn’t remember who his client 
was, but wouldn't reveal it anyway 
due to attorney-client privilege. 

Allowing a baseball team to control 
a massive development project may 
seem a bit like Lou Seal batting clean- 
up, but the Port and the city seem 
happy to have the Giants in control. 
According to Phil Williamson, the 
Port’s project manager for the site, the 
Port re-evaluated the team’s where- 
withal to complete the project each 
time the development team changed, 
and remain confident in the Giants’ 
ability to go forward. Indeed, the proj- 
ect is structured in such a way that the 
developer can’t lose. Every dollar that 
the Giants invest in procuring entitle- 
ments or building the infrastructure 
for the project will be refunded, plus a 
guaranteed 20 percent rate of return. 
The team has the right, but not the 
obligation, to build the 10 proposed 
office and residential high rises — the 
riskier and more capital-intensive part 
of the development. All told, the Port 
estimates the Giants will receive $210 
million in cash and land for an initial 
investment of $120 million. 

With the odds so much in their 
favor, it’s no wonder the Giants want 
to make the investment. Why stick to 
baseball when real estate is the most 
lucrative game in town?

They Died 
for Your Dabs 


The next time you relax over a 
glass, a joint, or a dab of your favorite 
recreational tonic, I want you to ask 
yourself a question: “Who had to die so I 
could have this?” 

It will be an uncomfortable 
thought, but if your drug of choice 
is cannabis, it is necessary, whether 
your flower was sustainably grown in 
Mendocino or came from the cartel. 
For the experiment with ending can- 
nabis prohibition in America to begin 
here in California and spread to most 
of the country, people had to die. In 
marijuana’s case, those people were 
gay men — specifically, gay men dying 
from complications of AIDS in droves 
in apartments in the Castro, in an 
overwhelmed San Francisco General 
Hospital, and in childhood bedrooms 
in hometowns across flyover country. 

Robert Jacob was one of them. 

He was 15 in 1992 when, as a run- 
away living at a Larkin Street Youth 
Services shelter in the Tenderloin, he 
found out he was HIV positive. 

Try to remember that era. The

mainstream notion of AIDS as a real 
problem to solve weren’t out yet. (For 
that matter, very few people were 
“out” yet.) Almost the entire country 
still thought of AIDS as something 
bad that happened to “other people.” 
It wasn’t quite the death sentence it 
had been in the 1980s, when Ameri- 
can medicine didn’t know — and the 
American government didn’t care — 
what to do about it, but it also wasn’t 
far off from those very early years of 
the AIDS epidemic. 

Except Jacob didn’t die. He’s here 
today, running a business and sitting 
on the City Council in Sebastopol 
in Sonoma County. To get to this 
point, he had some help. It included 
retroviral drugs and a local medical 
profession that was engaged, yes, but 
something else, too: the same secret 
ingredient that was in the brownies a 
former waitress passed 
around the AIDS ward 
at SFGH. As if by magic, 
that secret ingredient 
allowed the men who 
were wasting away to 
eat a bit and suddenly 
find relief. 


It’s really very simple: 
Legal marijuana doesn’t 
happen without the 
AIDS epidemic. 








Millions of Americans thought 
outlawing a plant was a silly idea from 
the onset, but without gay men dying 
in the early years HIV/AIDS, fixing 
that mistake wouldn’t happen. AIDS 
patients who swore cannabis helped 
them, and people like “Brownie” Mary 
Rathbun (her name ought to bea 
household word in every cannabis cir- 
cle), who gave it to those patients de- 
spite busts and threats of prison are 
what led to today’s multibillion dollar 
cannabis industry. 

Along with death, real outrages 
were also required. A San Francis- 
co police narc squad had to seize a 
4-ounce stash of marijuana that a 
longtime San Francisco cannabis deal- 
er named Dennis Peron had set aside 
for his dying partner. To acquit Peron, 
his partner, Jonathan West, had to 
drag his withered body into court

to testify that the cannabis was his. 
It was one of West’s last acts on earth 
before he died two weeks later. 

That scene led San Francisco vot- 
ers to approve a medical marijuana 
initiative, Proposition P, in November 
1991, which — after Peron became 
even more open about giving mari- 
juana to anyone who needed it — led 
to the action (and inaction) in the 
state Legislature that preceded the 
passage of Proposition 215, the coun- 
try’s first law allowing medical canna- 
bis, in 1996. 


There’s also a case to be made that 
only the gay community would have 
first embraced marijuana as legitimate 
therapy. “The gay community is one 
of the most liberal subcultures that 
we have,” Jacob told me recently. 
“T don’t know if cancer 
patients would have 
reached out to cannabis 
in the same way.” 
It’s hard to find an 
LGBT presence in the 
cannabis industry now. 
The Castro has only 
one medical cannabis 
dispensary, and LGBT 
executives run only 
two of San Francisco’s 
nearly 30 dispensaries 
(Jacob’s SPARC and The

Green Cross, operated by founder/ 
CEO Kevin Reed). You'll find more 
Giants flags than rainbow flags at 
cannabis clubs. 

Dab culture and discussion of the 
ways to separate THC from plant 
material into space-age substances of 
ever-increasing potency have eclipsed 
talk of helping patients. This change 
has been in the works for a while, but 
it took off right about the time people 
stopped talking about the marijuana 
movement and started referring to 
the marijuana industry — namely, in 
2013, after Colorado and Washington 
approved recreational use of cannabis. 

“It’s all about the patients,’ Reed 
told me, “until it’s about the profits.” 

At worst, marijuana is generally 
regarded in places like California as 
a relatively benign plant. At best, it 
is recognized as a wonder drug we're 
just beginning to understand — with 
still-untapped medicinal and psycho- 
logical benefits for cancer patients, 
sufferers of PTSD, and people with 
chronic pain and other afflictions that 
suck the joy out of life. 

But during Pride week and on 
Pride weekend, it’s appropriate to give 
thanks where it is due. If you’re high 
this weekend, remember who passed 
you that blunt.

Once upon a time, in living mem- 
ory, the world was so full of homophobia 
that homophobia didn’t even have a name. 
Two people of the same gender sharing a 
kiss was abhorrent and illegal and a sign of 
severe psychiatric illness. And when a gen- 
eration of people tried to change that, 
their concerns were dismissed the way we 
might laugh off people who get extremely 
upset about AT&T boxes on the sidewalk. 
And that was the best-case scenario. 

It took time, but slowly, fitfully, 
change happened. 

“Do you think homosexuals are re- 
volting?” some people asked. “You bet 
your sweet ass we are.” 

San Francisco’s first Pride wasn’t 
even called that. It involved a few dozen 





people marching down Polk Street, some 
of whom later got arrested at a “Gay-In” 
in Golden Gate Park. Participants got 
egged in those early days — a time more 
recent than the breakup of the Beatles. 
Decades later, things are different 
(although of course, not entirely so). 
Kids come out in middle school. There’s 
a lesbian senator. Transwomen of color 
appear on the cover of Time. The in- 
finitely extendable acronym LGBT[QI- 
AQ] teeters on the brink of implosion 
because society’s understanding of gen- 
der and sexuality has grown so nuanced. 
Pride is now so enormous, so inoffen- 
sive, so commercialized, and so removed 
from plagues and other sociopolitical 
emergencies, that thousands of politi-

cally active queer people disavow it alto- 
gether — a wonderful luxury, from the 
historical perspective. (Hopefully, they 
still shake their tailfeathers at a party 
or two.) 

We are the lucky ones: the survivors, 
the children, the beneficiaries of some 
hard fights. And we live in a beautiful 
city — one currently rocked by existen- 
tial convulsions, but a welcoming place 
for square pegs and misfits. It’s still 
the best city to be a dyke, a faggot, ora 
destroyer of all categories. Whether you 
won't stop marching until the last chains 
of oppression are broken, or you just 
want to party without ever stopping, 
this is your city and this is your day. 

This is San Francisco. This is Pride.

If it feels as though Amy Schumer is 
everywhere this year, Laverne Cox is charting a 
new zenith of everywhere-ness. The actress, trans 
rights advocate, and “possibility model” has 
posed nude for Allure, exchanged heartwarming 
tweets with Caitlyn Jenner, and worn pasties at a 
charity event on Broadway. And millions of peo- 
ple have been binge-watching season three of Or- 
ange is the New Black, in which her character, 
Sophia, has a bigger role than in years past. 

Here in San Francisco, Three Twins Ice 
Cream released a Laverne Cox-themed flavor, 
Chocolate Orange is the New Black, just in 
time for Friday’s unveiling of her wax figure at 
Madame Tussauds. 

I mention that her likeness is going to do 
something extremely unusual: Lure actual 
San Franciscans to the Wharf. 

“T know, right?” Cox said, laughing. “The 
tourist trap of all tourist traps.” 

To Cox, the entire development is just 
plain weird. 

“I was just on the phone with my brother 
[artist M. Lamar, who also plays her OITNB 
character, Sophia, in pre-transition flashbacks] 
she said. “We were talking about the hilarity of 
three years ago, when I was barely paying my 
rent. I actually borrowed money from him — 
which is crazy, because he doesn’t actually have 
a lot of money — just to stay in my apartment. 
And three years later, I have a wax figure being 
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made? It doesn’t even feel real. I’m so grateful, 
but it feels really weird and bizarre.” 

Sadly, she’s not planning on devouring a tri- 
ple scoop sundae based on her new flavor. 

“T love ice cream but I’m doing a no-sugar, 
no-carb thing right now,” Cox said. “It’s hard, 
because honestly, if I just have a lick of ice 
cream, I will probably eat the whole — I just 
can't. But I’m so honored. It’s so cute.” 

As if this weren’t exposure enough, there’s 
even talk of nominating Cox to replace Alexan- 
der Hamilton on the $10 bill. Would she accept? 

“I saw the people tweeting that they 
wanted me ... No, that’s insane. That’s crazy. 
But thank you.” 

With such breezy accolades, it’s easy to 
overlook how grounded Cox’s activism is in 
LGBT history and the language of social justice. 
For instance, when she was grand marshal of 
NYC Pride last year, she chose to highlight the 
escalating violence against gender noncon- 
forming people that has undercut recent gains 
in trans visibility. Cox invited the mother of 
murdered transwoman Islan Nettles (whose 
homicide had not yet resulted in an arrest) to 
ride along with her and remind people that jus- 
tice had not been served. 

Noting that “trans folks have often been 
asked to sit at the back of the bus when it 
comes to LGBT rights,” Cox said that when she 
thinks about Pride, “I always think about Sylvia

Rivera and Marsha P. Johnson and Miss Major 
and Jayne County and all those people who are 
still around who were at Stonewall and whose 
lives have been a struggle because we have not 
done the work in this country to prioritize the 
lives of trans people, particularly trans people 
of color.” 

Cox is certainly doing the heavy lifting, 
including some violent scenes in Orange is the 
New Black that were “deeply triggering.” But 
she is undeterred. 

“When people understand there’s no 
universal trans narrative, they can begin to 
engage with trans people as individuals,” she 
said. “They can begin to understand that there 
is a broader cultural need, policy need, in 
terms of making our lives better and our soci- 
ety more just.” 

Charting new terrain for multidimensional, 
fully humanizing and nonobjectifying repre- 
sentations does a lot more than make good 
television, too. 

“Maybe this will be a source of inspiration 
for people to believe that their dreams 
are possible and they can overcome crazy 
circumstances not only to survive, but to 
thrive,” Cox said. “Most of my life, the only way 
Ican make sense of it is to think in terms that 
are bigger than me. Cause when I think about 
just me, this girl, this black transgirl from 
Mobile, Alabama, it’s like, ‘What?!’” PLK

The Faerie Freedom Village preserves Pride's anticommercial ethos.

This year, San Francisco 
Pride’s sponsors include Virgin Amer- 
ica, Whole Foods, and a lot of liquor 
companies and beer brands, like 
Smirnoff, Captain Morgan, and Bud 
Light Lime. That’s par for the course 
as LGBT events go, but more contro- 
versially, Genentech, PG&E, Chase, 
and McDonald’s are also backers of 
SF Pride. So, too, is Facebook, not- 
withstanding ongoing contretemps 
over its habit of telling users what 
their “real” names are. 

That’s a lot of logos, even for a 
community whose TV network is 
called Logo. Needless to say, not 
everyone under the LGBT rainbow 
loves all the commodification, but 
the Radical Faeries can always be re- 
lied on to do something about it. 

In case you aren't familiar with 
the Faeries, they’re a staunchly 
anticommercial tribe of queer men 
(some of whom may not identify 
as queer or male). Co-founded by 
Harry Hay — who was notoriously 
too gay for the communists and too 
left-wing for many assimilationist 
gays — the Faeries are a hedonistic 
band of pagans who love giving back 
rubs in the great outdoors, prefera- 
bly near hot springs. High markups 
and registered trademarks? They’re 
not so into that. 

Taking up a quarter-acre of U.N. 
Plaza, the Faerie Freedom Village is 
a decorated camp that will be a won- 
derland full of music, live cabaret, 
fishnets, glitter, sarongs, feathered 
earrings, pasties, rainbows, floppy 
hats, exposed tattoos, tambou- 
rines, sensuous touch, short shorts, 
drummers, jewels, headdresses 
made of things foraged from the 
forest floor, drag shows, DJs, radi- 
cal self-expression, and everything 
you'd generally find at Burning Man 
minus the abrasive dust, luxe Air- 
streams, and rapidly melting ice. An 
islet of noncommercial calm in the 
corporatized festival, it’s also the 
community stage that’s been around 
the longest. 

Lead organizer Benjamin 
Patterson is spearheading the 
Village’s re-creation. Calling it a 
“chillout space that’s set off” from 
the “chaos” of Pride, he’ll be setting 
things up all day Saturday and 
“glamping” in Civic Center with a 
few volunteers to hold things down 
and make sure nothing walks off in 
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the middle of the night, including 
the ore evanescent components like 
magic and transcendence. 

As a subtle rebuke to Airbnb and 
Lyft — sponsors, both — hijacking 
the term “sharing,” the Faerie 
Village runs on a “gifting economy,” 
where no money changes hands. 
Implicitly sticking it to Whole 
Foods, the Faeries got a sponsorship 
grant from Rainbow Grocery so 
there will be a buffet full of fresh 
veggies. The entire enterprise is 
volunteer-run, and while there is an 
opening ceremony and incantation 
on Saturday at 3 p.m., the main 
event runs from 11 a.m. until 7 
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p.m. on Sunday where there would 
typically be a farmers market. 

While it’s less “entertainment for 
the masses and more like a reunion 
of the community,” the Faeries are 
the very opposite of a clique. Patter- 
son emphasized that irrespective of 
gender or sexual orientation, “every- 
one is absolutely welcome, and that’s 
one of the reasons the Faerie Free- 
dom Village is still worth continuing.” 

“It’s outreach for people to dip 
their toe into Radical Faerie culture 
in a way that is a bit open and 
spontaneous and colorful and pretty 
at the same time,” Patterson said. 
“It’s quite the special space.”

You Can Possibly Be 
on Pride Weekend 


Another June, another mo- 
mentous Supreme Court decision, an- 
other giant pink triangle on Twin Peaks 
— it’s Pride, baby. The Gayest City in the 
Galaxy loves to celebrate even when the 
temperature might not exceed 58 degrees, 
and it’s going to bea time. 

In that vein, if I may take a moment 
to speak on behalf of the entire LGBT 
community — always a risky proposi- 
tion — thank you, straight allies. We 
couldn't have come nearly this far with- 
out you. With that said, Pride is always 
going to be a day for non-straight peo- 
ple to flaunt what they’ve got. So here 
some ways of being the best heterosex- 
ual Pride celebrant you can possibly be. 


1. Don't do anything awful. 

This one sounds as obvious as the 
sixth commandment’s prohibition 
against murdering people, but last 
year, some jerkfaces assaulted several 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence at Pink 
Saturday and ruined everything. Please, 
don’t get shooty, stabby, or punchy. If 
you must get violent, bring a life-size 
cardboard Ann Coulter cutout and 
invite people to kick her around. You'll 
make friends. 


2. Don't lose every last shred 
of inhibition. 

Pride is a big fun party, and it could 
probably benefit from being even more 
like Mardi Gras, but don’t get so drunk 
that you're throwing up behind Bill Gra- 
ham. In the shadow of oppression and 
HIV/AIDS, there is and always will be 
a solemn, mournful aspect to Pride, so 
keep it in mind. 


3. If you run into someone you 
didn’t know was gay/trans/an oc- 
casional gender performer, don’t 
pretend you didn't see them. 

Even in 2015 San Francisco, not 
everybody’s out. And even if they’re 
open, they might just be expressing 
themselves in ways they wouldn't 
think of when you knew them from 
your last office job. Still, it takes two to 
make it awkward, so always err on the 
side of saying hi to Bob from Account- 
ing when he’s got boobs now. You will 
only validate his courage. 


4. Don't indiscriminately 
tweet “Free Street Party!!!" 

Pink Saturday was arguably loved 
to death, and feelings are still raw. Be 


judicious about mass texts and social 
media if it feels like a party is swelling 
out of control and slipping away from 
the community that started it. 


5. Don't presume all gay men 
just love to be touched, Insta- 
grammed, and screamed at. 

Just because some people got up 
before dawn to look like an exotic 
species of bird doesn’t mean they’re 
communal property. Drag queens love 
attention, and two people smooching 
might be making a political statement, 
but it never hurts to ask to take their 
picture. And honey, you're going to get 
polyps on your vocal cords if you shout 
“Woo!” for five straight hours. 


6. Go to Frameline. 

Even if you’ve been best friends 
with a lesbian since kindergarten, 
there’s still plenty to learn. (Most 
LGBT people have plenty to learn 
about LGBT culture, in fact.) The 
Frameline Film Festival is the great- 
est entry point for gaining greater 
wisdom about the enormous diversity 
of LGBT people worldwide, and it’s 
always fun. 


7. Brush up on some 
terminology. 

It’s okay to call someone “queer” 
or a “dyke” in a positive context or 
if that’s what they call themselves. 
But it’s less okay to throw the word 
“tranny” around. (Many gay men 
need this lesson reinforced, too.). 
Got pronoun confusion? Just ask 
— and remember, it’s “transgender,” 
not “transgendered.” 


8. Have a great time! 

The boundary between spectator 
and participant is a porous one, so 
throw yourself in. Wear bright colors. 
Smile at ugly naked people. Graciously 
accept fliers for parties you'd never, 
ever go to. Hug and be hugged. LGBT 
rights are human rights, and not 
just in the hollow-liberal-piety way. 
They've been good for everybody. 
Have you ever noticed that straight 
men can express affection more now 
that they don’t have to worry so much 
about people calling them “homos”? 
Or that non-gender-specific bath- 
rooms are proliferating? We did these 
things together, and now it’s time to 
party. Happy Pride, everybody! PLK

Profiling law targets harrassment of trans people 








Standing Up 
for Black Lives

Last week, Supervisor Malia 
Cohen introduced an ordinance that 
would require the San Francisco Police 
Department and the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment to gather and report demographic 
data about every detention or traffic stop. 
The measure was initially described by 
Cohen (and reported by the press) as tar- 
geting racial profiling, but Cohen also in- 
cluded a mandate that officers record 
each person’s sex and ask them to dis- 
close their gender identity. 

“People are less aware of profiling 
that occurs against the trans commu- 
nity,’ Cohen says. “But trans people 
experience three times as much police 
violence. For trans people of color, it’s 
even worse.”

Cohen’s action comes at an oppor- 
tune time — just as police were pre- 
paring for Pride. She had been moved 
to introduce the ordinance following 
an event that happened four months 
earlier, when several dozen transgen- 
der women of color lay on the ground 
outside City Hall, feigning death. It was 
a few days after Taja DeJesus, a trans 
Latina woman, was stabbed to death in 
the Bayview, and the trans community 
had gathered to protest and mourn. 

“Remember my face,” one African 
-American trans woman told the crowd, 
“because the statistics will tell you 
that in the next decade, I will have 
died violently.” 

Many of the trans activists spoke 
at the Board of Supervisors meeting 
that afternoon, pleading with the 
city’s leaders to focus on preventing 
violence against trans people. Some 
suggested police should start tracking 
gender identity in their reports. The SF 
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LGBT Center had just released a study 
on violence against the city’s LGBT 
community that pointed out that law 
enforcement and government agencies 
don’t collect information on people’s 
sexual orientation or gender identity, 
leading to a dearth of data. 

Public comment at Board of Super- 
visors meetings — when a bevy of City 
Hall gadflies come out to sing songs 
and rail against fascism — often seems 
like a chance for supervisors to check 
their email or take a bathroom break. 
But for Cohen, the trans activists that 
day made an impression. 

“They spoke about fear of the police, 
and fear of not being accepted,” Cohen 
recalls. “Certainly being African Amer- 
ican, that fear of law enforcement is 
something I can relate to.” 

Cohen hopes the data will provide a 
“benchmark” and “quell the dispropor- 
tionate targeting of people of color and 
transgender people” by police. “When 
we are not counting something,” she 
says, we are not paying attention.” 
With quarterly reports breaking down 
the data on stops and detention, atten- 
tion will have to be paid to the treat- 
ment of trans people by police. 

Flor Bermudez of Oakland’s Trans- 
gender Law Center says Cohen’s mea- 
sure needs adjustments. “Although 
there are good intentions here,” she 
says, we are concerned that there 
needs to be further work to figure out 
how to do it right.” 

Without “broad cultural competency 
training” for law enforcement officers, 
Bermudez says, such a program could 
do harm. Officers need to be trained in 
the distinction between gender iden- 
tity and the sex a person is assigned at 
birth, and prevented from conducting 
unnecessary, invasive searches. “People 
have been searched for the sole pur- 
pose of looking at genitals,” she says. 

Bermudez also wants to see direct 
mandates against differential treat- 
ment of trans people by law enforce- 
ment and requirements for police 
officers to use people’s preferred 
gender pronouns. 

Cohen and her staff seem open to 
amending the ordinance based on feed- 
back from the transgender community, 
which she credits with prompting her 
to take action. “They educated me,” 
she says. If that openness to education 
continues, San Francisco could be on 
its way to having a groundbreaking new 
policy aimed at protecting trans people 
from police harassment.

Arguments are common 
enough on Facebook, but the firestorm 
that activist Mahnani Clay’s recent post 
ignited was unique in that it brought 
some deep schisms in the LGBT commu- 
nity to light. 

“I said, Tm queer by choice, but 
I’m black by fact,” Clay said. Though 
she clarified that, “I chose to come out 
as queer. I didn’t have to come out as 
black,” the comment was “not popular.” 

In 2015, a renewed focus on 
injustice against minorities (#Black- 
LivesMatter) and the increasing 
visibility for the transgender commu- 
nity (#CallMeCaitlyn) have brought 
simmering divisions in the LGBT 
community to the surface (#Shut- 
DownCastro). SF Pride, in particular, 
drew criticism when it waited until 
Jan. 14 to condemn the slayings of 
Eric Garner and Michael Brown, five 
and six months after their deaths at 
the hands of police, respectively. 

Also in January, 150 activists allied 
under the name Queer Trans People of 
Color made those racial divisions im- 
possible to ignore in a protest against 
Toad Hall and Badlands, two Castro 
bars with mostly white, relatively well- 
heeled clienteles. As minority queers 
appealed for support from white

brothers and sisters in the LGBT com- 
munity, ugly confrontations were re- 
ported at the site of Toad Hall, where a 
bar named Pendulum once catered the 
African-American community until its 
abrupt closure in 2005. 

“In the Castro, black people do not 
feel welcome,” said Clay, who been part 
of the discussion as vice president of 
political affairs for the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club and as a mem- 
ber of the executive board of the San 
Francisco Black Leadership Forum. She 
has also been part of the Castro protests 
as a supporter of Queer Trans People of 
Color, a leaderless — or, as Clay prefers 
to call it, “leader-full” — group drawing 
attention to the violence faced by many 
trans men and women of color. 

Earlier this year, QTPOC circulated 
a letter questioning the mainstream 
LGBT focus on marriage equality and 
military inclusiveness, possibly at the 
expense of resources for trans minori- 
ties. The Human Rights Campaign 
notes that in 13 slayings of U.S. trans 
women in 2014, all but one were black 
or Latina. 

“If you're not alive, you don't really 
care about any of the other priorities,” 
Clay said. “The biggest priority for all 
of us is safety.” 

Although Clay does not identify 
as trans, she’s well-versed in the

intersections between gender, race, 
and sexuality. 

“Our identities are not defined by 
one aspect. We are the intersection 
of those identities. For example, Iam 
black. Iam queer. I am formerly incar- 
cerated. Iam a mother. Iam a number 
of things. Where all those intersect 
makes me who I am as a person and 
gives me a unique voice.” 

Clay credits San Francisco, to which 
she moved in 2011 after dark years 
as a “junkie prostitute” and serving 
time on a drug charge on the East 
Coast, for giving her a fresh start and 
cementing her role as an activist. The 
Corona Heights resident most recently 
founded Project Cheer, which, among 
other things, distributes gifts to the 
children of inmates in the criminal 
justice system. 

She also sees hope in the city, 
as when her mentor Sheriff Ross 
Mirkarimi announced plans to move 
female-identified trans inmates out of 
the male population at County Jail. 

“It takes a lot of guts to stand up 
and say, ‘I’m with them,” Clay said. 
“When I walk through the Castro, I 
don’t necessarily feel that most of the 
folks on the street would stand up 
with me.”

Mariette Pathy Allen has been revealing 
the nuance and power of gender-variant 
culture for over 30 years. As art, her pho- 
tographs are unforgettable, whether they 
depict a political protest or high tea with 
late Transvestia magazine publisher Vir- 
ginia Prince. As a document, her work 
captures the fight against intolerance. Re- 
cently, Allen witnessed change on a geo- 
political scale in Cuba, where Raul Castro’s 
more lenient communist society has 
given a voice to the trans community. Her 
“TransCuba’ exhibit shows a rarely seen 
side of Havana, sizzling with queer night- 
life, gay beaches, and trans-friendly hair 
salons. While Allen was in Cuba, photog- 
rapher Anja Matthes was delving into 
New York’s underground network of Kiki 
Houses, which provide peer support, ad- 
miration, and sex ed for LGBT youth of 
color. The “Kiki Ballroom’ exhibit 
shares the lives of kids, frequently re- 
jected by their families, who cope by strut- 
ting their stuff in “runway” competitions. 
Almost as hidden as Cuba’s trans scene, 
the Kiki community allows access only to 
the initiated, but Matthes has earned her 
place in the House of Bangy Cunts.

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BEAT RE-GENERATION 


While it’s true that core members of the Beat Generation first met in and around 
Columbia University, North Beach was ground zero for the movement. Neal Cas- 
sady, whose verbal style was synonymous with beatniks’ jazz-inspired parlance, 
called the Bay Area home, as did Allen Ginsberg. In 1955, when Lawrence Fer- 
linghetti started publishing the City Lights Pocket Poets series, Ginsberg read 
Howl here (the poem would lead to obscenity charges before Jack Kerouac’s On 
the Road and William S. Burroughs’ Naked Lunch were published). Despite the 
city’s significance, Ginsberg held the first Beat conference in Colorado and the 
last one in New York. We hope the Beatnik Shindig rectifies this slight. Histo- 
rians, filmmakers, authors, and academics are joining original beatniks for three 
days of movies, art, books, poetry, jazz, and panel discussions. Expect to see 
Gerd Stern, the man wrongly blamed (for 50 years!) for losing the famous Cas- 
sady letter that shaped On the Road — it was found in Oakland last year.

In some ways, the three artists in “Ethereal Visions” could not be more differ- 
ent. David Avery employs traditional etchings to explore his esoteric visual mus- 
ings, while Corinne Whitaker has been at the frontier of digital imaging and 
digital sculpture for over 30 years. Jason Adkins’ canvases are often enormous, 
while Avery’s intricate prints often warrant a magnifying dome. Whitaker’s oth- 
erworldly incubations — which conjure cellular biology, astrophysical phenome- 
non, and protean myths — are saturated in rich color, while Avery prefers the 
austere tension of black and white. Yet all three artists have carved out keys to 
the shadowy side of the human mind, where magic and metamorphosis lurk.

Filmmaker David Thorpe hears 
gay voices. He hears them every time he 
opens his mouth. Openly gay, Thorpe feels 
that his somewhat theatrical speech pat- 
terns let people know that he’s a gay man. 

“Tm a little mystified as to why I 
talk the way I talk,” in his new film, Do I 
Sound Gay?. “How and when did I learn 
to sound gay?” 

Thorpe shares his personal story as 
he visits a speech therapist in the hope 
of “butching up” his voice, while his 
mother, his grandmother, and several 
childhood friends all remember how his 
voiced changed during his college years. 
Before that, young Thorpe sounded as 
“straight” as everyone else. 

But what exactly do heterosexual 
males sound like? As we meet more of 
Thorpe’s friends, we see that his straight 
friend, who spent a lot of his youth in an 
ashram, has a voice that sounds as “gay” 
as Thorpe’s, yet a gay friend sounds like 
a football player. 

George Takei, David Sedaris, Mar- 
garet Cho, Tim Gunn, and a variety of 
Thorpe’s friends discuss what consti- 
tutes a gay-sounding voice, as well as is- 
sues regarding the homophobic bullying 
which causes so many gay men to doubt 
their self-worth. These doubts are the 
reason that the filmmaker went began 
to question his own speech patterns. 

“What’s wrong with sounding like 
you are who you are?” Dan Savage asks, 
a question that ultimately becomes the 
overriding theme of Do I Sound Gay?. 

When SF Weekly caught up with 
Thorpe, the first thing he mentioned 
was his impressive roster of celebrity 
guests. 

“It wasn't as hard as you might think 
to convince them to participate,” Thorpe 
said. “All of the people you mentioned 
care deeply about the LGBT community. 
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Voice Lessons 


I think they recognized that a docu- 
mentary about the gay voice was an 
opportunity to talk about homophobia, 
especially internalized homophobia.” 

The stars were unconcerned with the 
fact that Thorpe was making his film 
debut with Do I Sound Gay?. 

“The notion was compelling enough 
that it didn’t matter that I had no track 
record, and, for much of the production, 
no backing,” he said. While a few famil- 
iar faces declined, he’s keeping mum 
about who. 

Thorpe said that many of the more 
famous participants felt a personal 
connection to the film and their work. 
“David Sedaris wrote a great story called 
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‘Go Carolina’ about growing up with a 
lisp,” he explained. “I thought he’d know 
a lot about the topic of the gay voice.” 
(In the film, Sedaris observes that, “If 
I’m in a hotel and I call the front desk, 
they always say, ‘We'll have that right up 
to you ma’am.”) 

“Tim Gunn and George Takei are big 
anti-bullying advocates, and every gay 
man knows that sounding gay can pro- 
voke homophobia,” Thorpe added. 

Then there’s the incomparable Cho 
and Savage. “Margaret Cho and Dan 
Savage are just balls-out about being 
themselves,” Thorpe said. “The film is 
about getting to that place.” 

Getting friends and family involved 
was simple, the filmmaker said. “I was 
amazed that every one of them said 
yes without hesitation.” Part of the joy 
he got out of making the film was realiz- 
ing they love him for who he is, 
he added. 

“My mom is still razzing me about 
filming me in her nightgown!” Thorpe 
said with a chuckle. “I think she and my 
stepfather were definitely a little baffled 
by the film at first, but then they saw it 
with an audience who reacted very pos- 
itively to the film. Then the whole idea 
that my anxiety about sounding gay was 
emblematic of something much larger 
sank in in a big way.” 

While raising funds could be a 
challenge, Thorpe doesn’t think of Do I 
Sound Gay? as a niche film, even though 
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Director David Thorpe and Project 
Runway host Tim Gunn. 


he realizes that film industry suits 
might disagree. 

“The whole reason to do the film was 
to explore the issue in a way that any- 
one, gay or straight, could identify with,” 
he said. “We all have aspects of our iden- 
tities that we struggle to accept. One of 
the great things about having people like 
David Sedaris and Tim Gunn in the film 
is that people who aren't gay also love 
and trust them.” 

Do I Sound Gay?’s roots go all the way 
back to Thorpe’s childhood, when he 
intentionally “butched up” his voice out 
of fear of getting bullied. “There was an- 
other effeminate guy in my school who 
sounded like a genteel Southern lady,” 
he told us. “I was terrified I might sound 
like him.” 

But that was all a long time ago. “I 
feel even better about my voice than 
I did when I finished the film,” said 
Thorpe. “I’ve found my voice and I relish 
opportunities to use it.” 

He hopes that people who see the 
film will laugh and have a good time 
but hopes that they stop to reconsider 
their assumptions about who we all 
are, basso profundo or soprano or 
somewhere in between. 


Do I Sound Gay? 
Opens Friday, July 24. 
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Tab Hunter 
Still Has the 
Perfect Smile

“Oh my God, that’s the smallest 
one I’ve ever seen,’ Tab Hunter says. 

The gregarious, almost 84-year- 
old actor is referring to my recording 
device. We’re sitting in the private 
shopping area at Macy’s as apologetic 
staffers wheel racks of designer mens- 
wear back and forth. But nothing dis- 
tracts him from enthusing about Tab 
Hunter Confidential, the documentary 
playing at Frameline that’s based on 
the memoir he co-wrote 10 years ago 
with film historian Eddie Muller. 

“Tm thrilled it’s happening. You 
have no idea!” Hunter says. “I heard 
the book is on The New York Times 
best-seller list. I can’t believe it! It’s 
already been there.” 

It’s at the No. 9 position, to be 
exact — a rare feat after an interval 
of nearly a decade. But while many 
Eisenhower-era matinee idols and 
pop stars have long since faded to 
complete obscurity, nothing keeps 
interest in Tab Hunter down for long. 
The charismatic heartthrob who 
played opposite Sophia Loren and 
dated Anthony Perkins was once in 
such demand that Warner Brothers 
started its music division just to keep 
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Born Art Gelien, Hunter is a San 
Francisco native who grew up in the 
Avenues, ‘learned to swim at Sutro’s, 
and kept a horse in Pleasanton when 
there were pastures out there.” He’s 
a lifelong practicing Catholic who 
never championed any political 
causes, and remains a private person, 
famously reluctant to open up about 
his sexuality, or even to gossip about 
the stars. 

When I mention that, judging by 
the film, it looks as though Debbie 
Reynolds still has a crush on him, 
he demurs. 

“I don’t know about that! Deb and 
I go back to when she was playing 
the French horn in the Burbank High 
School band. Warner Brothers put her 
under contact, dropped her, and she 
went on to MGM and became a big 
star. But I remember she was just a 
little Burbank girl.” 

Point taken, although I’m pretty 
sure I just made Tab Hunter blush. 

Partially to conceal his sexuali- 
ty — he'd been spotted at what the 
tabloids labeled a “limp-wristed pa- 
jama party,’ although he tells me the 
incident was “total bullshit” — and 
partially because it was part of his 
job description, the studio habitually 
fixed him up on dates with Reynolds, 
Natalie Wood, and other ingenues. 
While there was obviously no TMZ, 
photographers accompanied them at 
all times, yet they were able to sneak 
some intimacy out of the spotlight. 
It’s almost dizzying to hear his remi- 
niscences, if only because it’s entranc- 
ing to hear someone casually refer 
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Tab Hunter: Here's lookin’ at you, 
kid. 


their first names only. (The one time 
the permanently boyish Hunter ever 
grew facial hair, it was to play Chris- 
topher in Tennessee Williams’ The 
Milk Train Doesn’t Stop Here Anymore, 
opposite Tallulah Bankhead.) 

But since Tab Hunter Confidential 
played at Frameline, and since most 
people under 50 probably know 
Hunter best from Polyester, I had to 
ask about Divine. 

“Divine I had met once socially,” 
Hunter said. “I believe at David 
Hockney’s or some place. I was a big 
fan. John [Waters] said, ‘How would 
you feel about kissing a 350-pound 
transvestite?’ I said, ‘I’m sure I’ve 
done a hell of a lot worse!” 

Hunter considered Divine among 
his favorite leading ladies, “right up 
there with Geraldine Page, Natalie, 
and Sophia [Loren],” and they went 
on to make Lust in the Dust, a spoof of 
Westerns that involved Hunter doing 
“a very poor take on Clint.” 

If opportunity knocked in the 
form of anew John Waters film, 
would he do it again? 

“Td do anything for John, I think 
he’s just wonderful. I remember when 
I said I'd do [Polyester], an agent said, 
“You can’t do that! Don’t tell anybody 
you're doing a John Waters film!’ I 
said, ‘I’ve got nothing to lose, and 
everything to gain. We can’t stand by 
the side of the pool and just look at 
it. We've got to jump in.”

CROWDFUNDING LGBT ARTS 


Hitchcocked 
and Loaded 


The way the fog creeps over the 
Golden Gate and spills into North Beach, 
the bizarre ruins of Adolph Sutro’s man- 
sion looming over the ghostly Cliff House 
— even in summertime, San Francisco is 
an ideal backdrop for mystery and in- 
trigue. Alfred Hitchcock fell in love with 
our city in the late 1930s and went on to 
film at many San Francisco landmarks, like 
Mission Dolores and the Legion of Honor. 

This summer, veteran Bay Area film- 
maker Shine Louise Houston, of The 
Crash Pad Series and Pink and White 
Productions, is hoping to capture a taste 
of Hitchcock’s San Francisco. Snapshot, 
her fifth feature film, is an erotic thriller, 
but this iteration of San Fran-suspense 
features radical queer sex as well asa 
coming-out story. 

Photographer Charlie, 
played by BDSM porn 
starlet Beretta James, 
falls for Danny, an 
older butch played 
by former Lusty 
Lady dancer and 
queer porn-fa- 
vorite Choco- 
late Chip. But 
when Charlie 
accidentally 
snaps a photo 
of a murderer 
and becomes his 
next target, things 
get complicated. ~ 
Film buffs would call *, 
it a MacGuffin; I call ita 
murderous meet-cute. 

Houston has garnered critical 
acclaim for her sex positive films that 
showcase the complexities of queer de- 
sire. Champion: Love Hurts, was named 
movie of the year at the 2009 Feminist 
Porn Awards, and even received a nod 
from the mainstream porn industry 
with a 2010 AVN nomination for best 
video feature. 

Houston hopes to make an even 
bigger splash with Snapshot, and while 
Pink and White Productions has some 
seed money, it’s not quite enough to 
finish the film. While other queer and 
independent artists can seek grant or 
government funding, artists who show- 
case explicit sexuality often don’t have 
the same opportunities. 

To get Snapshot made, Houston and 
the Pink and White team turned to 
crowdfunding, despite the contentious 
relationship folks in the sex industry 
have often had with these platforms. 

“I was apprehensive about using 
a crowdfunding platform,’ Houston 
said, and with good reason. Recently, a 
sex worker from Houston who goes by 
the name Kamylla said the short-lived 
A&E show 8 Minutes had promised her 
resources that would help her exit the 
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sex industry, but those resources never 
came. Kamylla, along with sex worker ac- 
tivists, started a crowdfunding campaign 
to help pay her family’s rent and bills 
while she transitioned out of the indus- 
try. But both her GoFundMe and her Tilt 
campaigns were shut down, presumably 
because of Kamylla’s sex worker status. 

So before Houston and her team 
embarked on a campaign to raise 
$40,000 for Snapshot, they reached out 
to Indiegogo to make sure the campaign 
wouldn't be pulled. They were heart- 
ened by Tobi Hill-Meyer of HandBasket 
Films, who recently funded her project 
Doing it Again: In Depth, an explicit 
documentary displaying the hook-up 
dynamics of trans women, on Kickstart- 
er; and queer porn producer/performer 
Courtney Trouble, who is currently 
crowdfunding on Indiegogo for art 
school tuition. Houston even found 
successful crowdfunding campaigns for 

tentacle porn, so they 
figured Snapshot 
had a shot. 

But just a 
few days after 

the campaign 
launched, Hous- 
ton and her team 
were blindsided 
when it was, 
indeed, shut 
down. They 
assumed once 
again that sex 
worker stigma 
was rearing its 
ugly head and 
stomping on the 
dreams of ambi- 
cS tious queer artists. 
But it turns out, 
Snapshot's campaign was 

shut down due to a minor violation of 
Indiegogo’s Terms of Service completely 
unrelated to the content of the film. One 
of the perks offered to donors was entry 
into a VIP party that included a goodie 
bag and a raffle ticket. Indiegogo prohib- 
its campaigns from offering “any form 
of lottery or gambling” as a perk, which 
would include a good old-fashioned 
raffle ticket. 

Houston remedied this oversight, 
and the campaign was reactivated and 
will continue until July 2. Snapshot 
is slated to begin production later 
that month. 

“T feel that the landscape must be 
shifting,” Houston said of sex workers 
and crowdfunding. 

Indiegogo’s website is full of empow- 
ering adages like, “Create the world you 
want to see, one idea at a time’ — and 
perhaps this time the company means it. 

As more sex workers and adult con- 
tent producers are given access to the 
crowdfunding economy, perhaps there is 
a sliver of hope for people who work in 
the adult industry to one day be seen as 
legitimate on any platform.

Now running at the Castro Theatre, 
the Victoria Theatre, 
and the Roxie Theater. 
As we barrel into Pride Weekend, things 
will not be as they once were. They never 
are, what with entropy and the arrow of 
time and all, but the celebrations on the 
streets surrounding will have a different 
tone than in past years. Thanks to violence 
primarily caused by drunk straight people, 
the former Pink Saturday — now the “Pink 
Party” — ends two hours early, while the 
Dyke March begins in mid-afternoon. We 
may love the nightlife, but official festivi- 
ties are expected to wind down by sunset, 
though the Trans March is keeping its 
usual hours. (Fun fact: The American Li- 
brary Association’s Annual Conference & 
Exhibition is also happening, meaning the 
sexiest people in town all weekend will be 
congregated at the Moscone Center.) 

Against the backdrop of this great ex- 
periment in management expectations 
is the final weekend of the 39th annual 
San Francisco International LGBTQ 
Film Festival. Very much worth catching 
if you missed it last week is the second 
screening of Stu Maddox’s Reel in the 
Closet. We San Franciscans love watching 
old footage of how we once lived (wheth- 
er or not we learn from that history), and 
Maddox brings together not only home 
movies and amateur films of gay life 
from 1930s through the 1980s, but also 
television footage of high-profile 1970s 
events such as Anita Bryant’s antigay 
crusades and the White Night riots. 

Jack Walsh’s more conventional 
documentary, Feelings Are Facts: The Life 
of Yvonne Rainer, is a loving portrait of 
choreographer, Judson Dance Theater 
founder, and San Francisco native 
Yvonne Rainer. She moved to New York 
in the 1950s to get her career started, 
then caused a seismic shift in the dance 
world in 1966 with her game-changing 
solo work Trio A, shown at the begin- 
ning of Feelings Are Facts in its glorious 
black-and-white silent form. Ms. Rainer 
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herself is still alive and kicking, per- 
forming the mid-2010s version of Trio 
A at the end, and we also delve into her 
boho San Francisco childhood. 

John Mitchell and Christina Zeidler’s 
comedy Portrait of a Serial Monoga- 
mist follows the seldom-single, forty-odd 
Elise (Diane Flacks) as she navigates her 
way through the lesbian scene in Toron- 
to, which she describes as “a small town 
where everyone has slept with everyone 
else.” (Again, it’s set in Toronto; it only 
just sounds like she’s talking about San 
Francisco.) When Elise gets restless 
and breaks up with her latest girlfriend 
Robyn (Carolyn Taylor) to pursue a 
younger model (Vanessa Dunn), she 
soon begins to realize she may have actu- 
ally gotten it right the last time around. 

Based on its tangible details alone, 
the crown jewel of Frameline 39 is Jamie 
Babbit’s dark indie comedy Fresno. For 
starters, it’s set in the city of the same 
name, which is recommendation enough, 
but it’s also by the director of But I'ma 
Cheerleader and written by Portlandia 
scriptwriter Karey Dornetto, and it has 
the best female cast you're going to find 
in a single film all year: Natasha Lyonne, 
Judy Greer, Aubrey Plaza, Molly Shan- 
non, Clea DuVall, the perpetually under- 
rated Jessica St. Clair, and Alison Tolman 
(Molly from the first season of Fargo). 

Shannon (Greer) is a recovering sex 
addict and generally irresponsible per- 
son whose queer sister Martha (Lyonne) 
gets her a job at the hotel where Martha 
happily works as a maid. When Shannon 
falls off the wagon and quite accidentally 
kills her latest mulleted sex partner, 
wackiness ensues as Martha helps 
Shannon dispose of the body. Except for 
a few establishing shots, Fresno was pri- 
marily shot in the Los Angeles area, but 
it still looks more like the biggest city in 
the Central Valley than last year’s Van- 
couver-lensed Godzilla looked anything 
like San Francisco. 

Though the degree to which the per- 
sonal trainer (played by Aubrey Plaza) 
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throws herself at Natasha Lyonne will 
no doubt fuel more than a few fantasies, 
the real heart of Fresno is its examina- 
tion of the relationship between Martha 
and Shannon, and the lengths to which 
sisters will go to watch out for each oth- 
er, even when it would be in their best 
interest to walk away. 

There’s also an extended joke about 
the definition of rape that wouldn't fly if 
not for the largely female cast and crew, 
but that’s part of the beauty of Fresno: 
With its inversion of the dead-hooker 
trope, it’s a buddy comedy in which wom- 
en get to behave as badly as men usu- 
ally get to. And that is indeed progress.

Eden 

Rated R. Opens Friday. 
Mia Hansen-Love’s melancholy Eden is 
both a look at the rise of the French EDM 
scene, and a rumination on the pain of not 
quite making it. A sort of roman a 
clef about the experiences of Han- 
sen-Leve’s brother, Eden follows Paul 
(Félix de Givry, never not looking like a 
young David Boreanaz) as he makes his 
way through France’s electronic music 
world in the 1990s and beyond, including 
his stint throwing a weekly dance party 
that goes on for years without leading to 
bigger and better things. (That's the 
worst.) Meanwhile, his friends and fellow 
DJs Thomas (Vincent Lacoste) and Guy- 
Man (Arnaud Azoulay) go on to form Daft 
Punk, achieving the fame and success and 
eventual Tron: Legacy cameos that stub- 
bornly elude Paul. The music in Eden is of 
course terrific, and if the public debut of 
Daft Punk's game-changing “Da Funk” 
seen here isn’t how it happened in real life, 
then it should have been. Paul’s love of the 
music is no less strong, but it never trans- 
lates into making it big, and Eden may es- 
pecially resonate with those who've 
struggled and put their all into their art, 
only to see their colleagues succeed and 
pull up the ladder behind them. Plus, it has 
a good beat and you can dance to it. SC

A Little Chaos As California moves into a drought- 
friendly future of cactus-and-rock lawns — brown 
is the new green, y'all — director Alan Rickman’s A 
Little Chaos is like a torrent of gardening porn, 
verdant and awash in millions of gallons of wasted 
water. Granted, it takes place in 1862 France, where 
ace landscape designer and atypically independent 
woman Sabine De Barra (Kate Winslet) gets brought 
on by hunky gardener André Le Notre (Matthias 
Schoenaerts) to work for King Louis XIV (Rickman) 


on building an aqueduct to Versailles in hopes of 
alleviating a severe water shortage. (Timelier 
and timelier!). Rickman keeps the tone fluffy and 
occasionally self-aware, and even more so than 
most costume dramas, you always get the feeling 
that everyone's playing dress-up. Stanley Tucci as 
Philippe, Duc d’Orleans, is openly enjoying it the 
most, because Tucci’s great like that. Told mostly 
from Sabine’s point of view, the picture is ultimately 
about her societally impractical flirtations with 
Andre, but perhaps because Rickman himself is 
an actor and is more concerned with performance 
than titillation, there’s something refreshing 
about the fact that not only is Kate Winslet in her 
late 30s, her leading man is two years younger.

Infinitely Polar Bear Set in the late 1970s, Maya Forbes’ 


new movie stars Mark Ruffalo as a bipolar Boston 
dad who takes dubious custody of his two young 
daughters while their mom, played by Zoe Saldana, 
gets her MBA in New York. This heartfelt, openly 
autobiographical, faultlessly cast work is Forbes’ 
debut as a writer-director. So why does it seem so 
bogus? Could she be too close to it? Surely it is 
not on purpose that Infinitely Polar Bear seems to 
have paid more attention to recognizable period 
art direction than to recognizable humanity. 
Of course Ruffalo as a lovable mess is a proven 
movie commodity, but here his usual rumpled 
charm becomes brittle and unnatural, cheapened 
by distracting cigarette shtick. We see less of the 
depression than the mania, and both are played for 
broad, nonthreatening laughs. That's a disservice. 
Overstuffed with scene-transition music cues, the 
movie plays out as a clump of episodes in search 
of dramatic shape. Its organizing principle seems 
to be a fear of lapsing into anything other than 
just a feel-good movie. More directly addressed, 
that fear might be good material in and of itself. 
Meanwhile, on-the-nose acknowledgments of race 
and class and gender constraints seem merely like 
festival-acceptance touchstones, and Infinitely 
Polar Bear just rolls along, leaking all reserves of 
authenticity. You could argue that feeling aimless 
and oddly hollow actually is the right way for a 
film to reflect the close observer's experience of 
mental illness. But that demands more awareness 
and finesse than Forbes has mustered here. This 
movie must have meant a lot to her, but her 
defensive stance keeps it from meaning enough 
to the rest of us. (JK) 


Live From New York! By definition, Bao Nguyen’s fea- 


ture-length documentary Live From New York! can't 
come close to telling the full story of Saturday Night 
Live, which has produced thousands of hours 
of varying content thus far and would require a 
weeklong Ken Burns miniseries to truly do it justice. 
But considering that it was produced with the full 
cooperation of the show's producers (and thus 
could have easily become a 90-minute handjob), 
Nguyen’s film does deserve credit for not only not 
shying away from its subject's darker moments, 
but addressing them head-on in the first act, as the 
show's history of racism and sexism are discussed 
by people who experienced it firsthand. Live From 
New York! is arranged more by subject than by strict 
chronology, and brings up issues which would be 
worthy of their own documentaries, particularly the 
discussion of how to respond to tragedy via comedy 
post-9/11. (Also, Bill O'Reilly says he was a big fan of 
Gilda Radner’s Roseanne Roseannadanna character. 
Go figure.) The choice to play Gil Scott-Heron’s 
“The Revolution Will Not Be Televised” over the 
Opening credits is simultaneously questionable 
and a bit too on-the-nose, but it does mean anyone 
producing a documentary on the Apollo program 
should now feel free to use Scott-Heron’'s “Whitey on 
the Moon.” (SC) 


The Overnight Not yet settled in L.A., young Se- 


attle-transplant parents Alex (Adam Scott) and 
Emily (Taylor Schilling) optimistically embark on 
a pizza-party playdate with sunny Californians 
Kurt (Jason Schwartzman) and Charlotte (Judith 
Godréche), who seem very friendly. Then very, very 
friendly. Their night together advances in a jumble 
of hangups and high hopes, with just enough booze, 
bong rips, and body-image insecurities to go around. 
And before we know it, a coy indie sex comedy 
has fully disrobed, revealing — wait for it - a deep 
relationship drama. Pulling this off requires a good 
ear for how a phrase like “We've tried everything” 
could suggest enviable adventurousness or pitiable 
stagnation, depending on the degree of established 
intimacy. Gladly, the establishment of intimacy, with 
allits confusions, frustrations, and consolations, is 
just what interests writer-director Patrick Brice, 
who juices this minimal scenario with maximum 
efficiency. Brice understands the basic weirdness 
of getting to know people — how ambiguity can be 
tense, funny, frisky, and touching, sometimes all 
at once. Characterized with tactfully exaggerated 
comic proportions, The Overnight also benefits from 
pitch-perfect casting: Each actor gets to shine. 
Together, they have the right proportions of wit and 
feeling, and their shared escapade is funny and racy 
without ever trying too hard. Some San Francisco 
viewers may consider this whole enterprise a tad too 
vanilla, but perhaps these highly evolved polyamory 
virtuosos can find it in their chakras to have a little 
patience and compassion for the rest of us. (JK) 


Rebels of the Neon God Not to suggest that cigarette 


smoking or petty crime is cool, but is it possible to 
have a cooler entrance than that of Ah Tze (Chen 
Chao-jung) and Ah Bing (Chang-bin Jen), first seen 
robbing a blue-lit phone booth on a rainy night in 
Taipei, cigarettes dangling from their lips? Tsai 
Ming-liang’s 1992 Rebels of the Neon God, now 
getting its first domestic theatrical distribution 
along with a spiffy restoration, is an equally 
cool entrance for the director of What Time Is It 
There? and last year's Stray Dogs, among many 
others. In addition to Ah Tze and Ah Bing, Rebels 
follows the parallel storyline of Hsiao-kang (Kang- 
sheng Lee), who becomes obsessed with Ah Tze from 
a distance after the latter smashes Hsiao-kang’s 
father’s rear windshield. The characters all bum 
about the media-drenched Taipei, their primary 
hangouts being a video arcade, and the roller 
rink where Ah Tze’s brother's girlfriend Ah Kuei 
(Yu-Wen Wang) works. While Rebels of the Neon 
God wears its influences on its sleeve, especially 
the underlying theme of repressed queer longing 
in the phonetically similar Rebel Without a Cause, 
its own influence can be seen in pictures like last 
year's The Toy Soldiers, which also focused on 
damaged teenagers and their roller rink. But it can't 
touch Rebels for grimy coolness. (SC) 


When Marnie Was There Historically, British children’s 


literature has been good for Japanese animation. 
Without it the Studio Ghibli canon certainly would 
be diminished — there'd be no Howl's Moving Castle, 
no Secret World of Arrietty, and no glorious new 
adaptation of Joan G. Robinson's 1967 book, When 
Marnie Was There, from director Hiromasa Yone- 
bayashi. Lucky for us, this cultural cross-pollination 
does indeed exist; in When Marnie Was There, it 
thrives. As if in sly defiance of easy adorability, 
this is the story of an asthmatic self-loathing pre- 
pubescent foster child with abandonment issues. 
12-year-old Anna’s biological mother has died, and 
her foster mother has sent her away to another 
relative’s house by the seaside, where the air is 
better. There, roaming alone with her sketchbook 
in the gorgeous Ghibli countryside — and honestly, 
even an hour and a half of just this would be highly 


Most impressive, though, is how the place connects 
to character, as if only here could Anna ever really 
hope to work through her complex memories and 
feelings. Only here could such a dreamy combination 
of gothic ghost story, bumpy adolescent coming-of- 
age, and sweet pastoral romance be achieved. (JK)

Inside Out Say this for Disney-Pixar, it makes some 


pretty great entertainment out of processing 
formative experiences. Like many of us, 11-year-old 
Riley (Kaitlyn Dias) sometimes is simply a vessel for 
the voices in her head: Joy (Amy Poehler), Sadness 
(Phyllis Smith), Fear (Bill Hader), Anger (Lewis 
Black), and Disgust (Mindy Kaling). Together they 
convert Riley's emotional experiences into little 
color-coded memory balls (her “marbles,” if you 
will), whose organization supports the essential 
architecture of her personality. And with the up- 
heaval of a parent-mandated move to San Francisco 
from rural Minnesota, her personality very vividly 
starts to crumble. A nimble ensemble piece, Inside 
Out exemplifies the platitudes of teamwork that 
seem baked into the famously by-committee studio 
that produced it. The film has a heap of writing and 
directing credits (with Pete Docter at the top), and 
a thorough conceptual eloquence — surely the prod- 
uct of many elaborate brainstorms and flowcharts. 
As its adventurous quest unfolds, any semblance of 
logic strain gets swept away by story momentum 
and sincere emotional appeals (particularly in one 
noble gesture from an imaginary friend). Crucially, 
though, there’s also a wistful comprehension of 
what Riley's coming of age really means: Of these 
blunt but affecting characterizations, Joy is the 
one with the richest arc, and the most to learn. (JK) 


Me and Earl and the Dying Girl Your new favorite 


export from the Sundance-industrial complex 
glows with the heat of festival awards, standing 
ovations, and distributor bidding wars. It's pretty 
much one of those “If Wes Anderson directed...” 
spoofs that make the rounds online, this time 
wondering what if the quirk maestro had turned 
his hand to something like The Fault in Our Stars. 
But there's also a mild epiphany: Oh, hey, that might 
actually be pretty good. Alfonso Gomez-Rejon 
directs, from Jesse Andrews’ adaptation of his 
own novel. Protagonist Greg (Thomas Mann), 
a placidly self-loathing teenager, gets through 
high school by making himself equally invisible to 
every clique, and by making highly DIY parodies of 
art-house movie classics (A Sockwork Orange, for 
instance, with sock puppets). Earl (RJ Cyler), his 
creative collaborator, is a kid Greg grew up with, 
and his best friend by default. Then Greg gets to 
know Rachel (Olivia Cooke), a cancer-afflicted 
classmate, whose suffering gives him a reason to 
try something serious and original. Gomez-Rejon 
can relate, not least because he too seems aware 
of being stuck in a borrowed, borderline-juvenile 
vernacular. The wittily acknowledged unreliability of 
Greg's voiceover narration, the coyly chapterizing 
screen text, the various camera calisthenics, the 
typecasting of Nick Offerman and Molly Shannon in 
cartoonish supporting parts — these gestures could 
charitably be construed as cinematic descriptions 
of spazzy adolescent defense mechanisms. It grates 
a little that the story they serve still amounts to 
wise-ass white boy having lessons to learn from 
saintly sick girl and a stoic black boy. But that’s 
made up for by the central trio's maturely sensitive 
performances, and by a baseline of irrepressibility, 
which here ultimately seems like a virtue. Making 
movies is harder than most people realize, as, of 
course, is having cancer or losing someone to it; 
willpower matters. (JK) 
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watchable — Anna meets Marnie, an ethereal blonde 
girl who apparently lives in an abandoned marsh- 
side mansion, accessible by foot only at low tide. 
A bit of mystery and some very intense bonding 
ensues. With seamlessly amalgamated imagery 
of Atlantic and Pacific seacoasts, the sense of 
place here is extraordinary.

There is no such thing as Stock- 
holm Syndrome. That phrase was cre- 
ated in a time when society was much 
more black-and-white in our thinking 
about good and evil, before the days of 
CSI and Luther educated the masses 
about the complex intricacies of man’s 
inhumanity to man. People develop re- 
lationships with their longtime captors 
because we are human beings and we 
make connections with other human 
beings, no matter the circumstances. I 
first learned this when I wrote a story 
about the infamous child abductor and 
rapist Kenneth Parnell, who snatched 
Steven Staynor from a street corner and 
kept him for many horrible years. The 
TV show I Know My First Name Is Steven 
was based on that case. 

Parnell’s lawyer told me 
that after he was arrest- 
ed, one of the first things 
Staynor wanted to know 
was how Parnell was doing. 

I was dumbfounded. But 
when I finally met and got 

to know Parnell, who was 
living freely in North Berke- 
ley, I too began a connection 
with him that was at first 
fueled by my total curious re- 
pulsion and then something 
strangely more tender. This 
was a pathetic, sad old bas- 
tard with no friends. He liked 
to watch the military proce- 
dural Jag, (which I did too, 
albeit out of some highfalutin 
lefty-hipster irony. His reasons were 
much more rooted in his love of star 
David James Elliot, whose character 
was nicknamed “Harm.” What a great 
fucking metaphor.) 

I wanted a good story to file, 
no doubt about that — “Inside the 
Monster,” it was to be called — but at 
Christmastime I also wanted to make 
him some gingerbread men in the 
shape of Navy Seals. 

So when I finally watched Aquar- 
ius, the new show starring David 
Duchovny on NBC, them old-tyme 
feelins began creeping up. The show 
seems to take place where Mad Men 
left off, just at that precipice between 
the three-martini-lunch automatons 
and the brown-acid gobblers tuning 
in, turning on, and dropping out 
bifurcated into two Americas. The 
show works wonderfully overall, de- 
spite the obligatory shots of chicks in 
halter tops and headbands dancing 
ethereally with their hands twisting 
imaginary macramé soul sculptures 
to the strains of Jefferson Airplane’s 
“White Rabbit.” 


The plot of Aquarius revolves 
around a 16-year-old ingénue named 
Emma who’s disaffected by her up- 
per-middle-class home life and gets 
caught up with Charles Manson when 
he was still a crap musician in L.A., 
wholly focused on becoming “bigger 
than the Beatles.” 

He chooses to court her into his 
cult because once upon a time, her 
dad was his “failure” lawyer. (One 
thing Manson can hold is a grudge. 
The Tate murders happened in the 
house that was once owned by Terry 
Melcher, the producer who told Char- 
lie his music sucked.) Duchovny’s cop 
character is given the task of finding 
her and extracting her from the Man- 
son Family. We see her as basically 
a child being taken in by Manson’s 
trippy guru talk, the same BS that all 
cults offer, which is the idea that “you 
aren't the problem, it’s society, man.” 
She’s brainwashed, or Stockholmed, 
or, if you buy my theory, simply con- 
necting, prima-to-primate. No one 
wants to be alone.

This connection on the show is 
especially poignant to me because 
I have been following the life of 
ex-Family member and murderer Les- 
lie Van Houten for years. Her parole 
hearings are regularly aired whenever 
they occur. She’s now 65, with gentle 
eyes and the aura of a woman who 
would probably be an SPCA volunteer 
if she were not incarcerated. She'd 
be the woman behind you at Bi-Rite, 
stocking up on organic kale and 
Humboldt Fog cheese, smiling at 
your toddler. She sits at her hearings, 
slightly hunched and rueful — the 
model prisoner. Her sadness perme- 
ates whatever essential self she once 
had before she was taken in by 
Charlie Manson. 

To me, she is Emma. I want David 
Duchovny to come and take her away. 
I want this show, through the power 
of television, to perhaps let the world 
see her as a victim, too. 

But mostly, I want to bake her gin- 
gerbread cookies.

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HERBIVORE’S DILEMMA

When vegan paradise Millen- 
nium closed May 1 after more than 20 
years in business, you couldn't exactly 
blame it on gentrification in the Tender- 
loin. The Hotel California’s new owner- 
ship simply didn’t want a restaurant 
anymore, but it still felt like a stinging 
loss for a feisty community. Even though 
I'm an omnivore, Millennium was always 
special to me: It was the last restaurant I 
ate in before I officially became a San 
Francisco resident. 

But as in the unloved 1989 sci-fi 
film Millennium, this was not the be- 
ginning of the end, but the end of the 
beginning. S.F’s loss is Rockridge’s 
gain, and the Millennium that Chef 
Eric Tucker inherited when his part- 
nership with Larry and Ann Wheat 
ended with their retirement is a little 
cheaper and a lot more laid back. (Say- 
ing goodbye to a hotel will do that.) 

However, while Tucker’s kitchen 
has noticeably pulled back on the 
use of oil, it seems to labor under a 
paranoid sense that people find vegan 
food boring or unimaginative, and so 
one must always pile on more, more, 
more. This leads to an unfortunate 
self-fulfilling prophecy, where dishes 
fall prey to internal competition as 
ingredients that might be dazzling in 
isolation cancel each other out and 
become homogenized. 

The initial starters, like the corn- 
meal-crusted fried green tomatoes 
($12.50) with their chaat-fried chick 
peas and warm spinach panzanella, 
were promising. Salted and lightly 
fried, the sesame- and Arborio-crusted 
king trumpet mushrooms ($12.75) 
redeemed the soggy, oily, fried fungi 
we ve all eaten again and again. 

But everything came out nearly all 
at once, and almost every plate hada 
big messy smear of sauce, like a sig- 
nature written with a pen’s last gasp. 
The Brik Purse ($23.95) was where 
things began to go awry. On paper, 
it’s magical: a combination of a spelt 
risotto chard Florentine, black lentil 
sugo, porcini confit, whiskey-black 
peppercorn cashew cream, and a 
grilled rapini green olive relish. On 
the plate, it was virtually impossible 
to appreciate any of those things 
in full. The lentils could have been 
washed more thoroughly, and the 
plating resembled mid-level catering 
food at a venue 1,000 miles from 
an ocean. 

And it got worse before it got 
better. The beet tartar ($12.50) hada 
strange, crumbly-wet texture, and the 
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Millennium Bugs 


nominally caraway-flavored cracker 
that accompanied it was just sad. It 
looked like somebody sliced the top 
off an oatmeal cookie, and tasted like a 
cross between a communion wafer and 
something your mom gives you after 
you ve been sick for three days to 

see if you can hold anything down. 
Throw in some dabs of saffron-burnt 
orange aioli, the color of French’s 
mustard, and the whole thing was 

too much and too little, and difficult 
to share. 

The potato-masa sopes (smoked 
eggplant-pumpkin seed picadillo, 
pumpkin seed cream, pickled onion, 
and purslane, $11.95) were sadly 
bland, requiring a 
lot of mixing to get

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lade, $17.95) was simply outstanding. 
It was served in a cast-iron skillet, and 
I savored every individual bean. It was 
too dim to make out, and not listed 
on the menu besides, but whatever 
chili preparation was in there made it 
all come together. 

The last thing we were served 
should have come out first: a refresh- 
ing (if wet) shaved cucumber salad 
($12.50), like an exploded, rice-less 
California roll. Its cherry-horseradish 
combination was by far the best risk 
Millennium took. 

Fresh whole cherries appeared 
on the cocktail list, too. While the 
cherry caipirinha was beautiful, al- 

most marbled with 
fruit, it was too

be. I enjoyed the 
Cynar-forward Red 
Emma, however. 
Pastry chef 

Ariana Goldschnei- 
der’s desserts were 
a mixed bag, too. 
The scoop of avoca- 
do ice cream in the seasonal trio ($7) 
was wonderfully creamy, but the lo- 
ganberry tasted like a scented candle. 
A cherry-almond tart ($9.50) was lux- 
urious and liqueured-up, the brittle 
not so brittle that you're going to lose 
a filling, and the kirsch ice cream that

accompanied it was perfect. Apart 
from the Créme de Violette truffle, 
a platter of sweets ($6.50) again 
reminded me of something that 
gets dumped on every table at a 
catered banquet. 

Aesthetically, Millennium wasn’t 
much, either. Apart from the leafy 
rear garden, the décor is awfully heavy 
on the beige family. The interior didn’t 
seem entirely finished, so I’m reluc- 
tant to press the point, but the light- 
ing fixtures felt like they came from 
Home Depot and the big wall-mount- 
ed clock screamed Pier 1. The lighting 
was so low that many dishes were 
hard to see — although playing the 
guessing game can be fun — and | 
couldn’t understand why there wasn’t 
any music playing, especially after 9 
p.m. when things thinned out. 

It’s a cliché to say something is 
less than the sum of its parts, but the 
frenetic piling-on of ingredients feels 
as though things had been run by 
committee, like a bill larded up with 
amendments to pass through a par- 
tisan legislature. You can all but feel 
the menu’s brow beading up with per- 
spiration as if Millennium were trying 
to be the global ambassador for veg- 
anism itself. With Ramen Shop right 
there, one block down, it’s a bitter 
contrast considering how rich things 
can be with a little restraint.

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ShakeDown 
Brings Artisanal 


Ice Cream 
to the TL

Even if there’s nothing shaking 
on Shakedown Street, there’s something 
spinning at ShakeDown Ice Cream, now 
serving creative frozen desserts in the 
Bi-Rite/Humphry Slocombe idiom to the 
Tenderloin. 

There are a lot of flavors here, al- 
though only 10 in the display freezer at 
any given moment, which is two fewer 
than many artisanal places. Some are 
simple (toasted coconut, French roast 
coffee), but there’s no end to how elab- 
orate they become (jasmine nectarine, 
and “Squatch Tracks,” a Ben-and-Jer- 
ry s-ish mix of vanilla ice cream with 
fudge swirls and mini-chocolate-cov- 
ered peanut butter candies). 

Because of the extraction process 
used to suck the jazz out of the beans, 
that coffee ice cream is nearly the color 
of standard vanilla. So just to add grace 
notes, and possibly to avoid the visual 
dullness of having a freezer that’s full 
of beiges and browns, there is a “pink 
vanilla,” made with a dash of beet juice 
for color, and the mint stracciatella has 
ribbons of melted chocolate. 

Since this is the world that Secret 
Breakfast built, there’s a border- 
line-obligatory “Cinnamon Toast 
Brunch,” too. Elsewhere in one-step- 
from-a-trademark-violation territory, 
there’s a deliciously salty “Jacker 
Crack,” a popcorn-infused ice cream 
with dulce de leche swirls and crushed 
peanut brittle. (The name is also an 
ode to the TL’s lively street scene; take 
that as you will.) And ShakeDown 
just went ahead and put an Orange 
Julius shake on its menu, because that 
company is probably defunct by now, 
anyway, so who’s going to stop them?

FWIW, there are several shakes and 
sundaes, along with sorbets. 

Three Twins’ ode to Laverne Cox, 
Chocolate Orange is the New Black, 
wasn't the only OITNB-themed flavor 
to debut around here, because Shake- 
Down has Pennsyl-tucky. It’s a derby 
pie variation made with bourbon ice 
cream and a walnut chocolate chip 
pie swirl. I got it topped with basil 
mint chip (far more mint than basil in 
there), a pretty solid bet for $4.50 and 
you don’t have to deal with a demented 
meth head who talks to Jesus in the 
prison laundry. 

If you want go ape with the flavor of 
the week, the Chef Curry Sundae ($9) 
almost gets entirely out of hand. With 
Thai tea ice cream, turmeric marsh- 
mallow fluff, gold-dusted chocolate 
sprinkles, toasted coconut, whipped 
cream, and chocolate sauce, you know 
this is no Fosters Freeze. We have a 
lot of summer left, including the real 
summer that comes after our frigid 
months, so the judging has only begun, 
but at first glance it appears Shake- 
Down is easily in the company of its 
established peers.

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burger.” Then came 4505’s Valencia 
Street brick and mortar butcher shop 
for those seeking to replicate all of the 
meaty goodness at home. And in 2013, 
the porcine prayers of San Franciscans 
were answered with the opening of 
4505 Burgers & BBQ, where guests 
could stuff their faces with items such 
as pulled pork, brisket, and sausage 
alongside that ever-important menu 
offering: alcohol (in the form of beer 
and wine). What more could owner/ 
chef Ryan Farr and his team do increase 
our happiness? 

Well, they could grow, allowing 
even more people to fulfill their 
meat-filled dreams. This past week- 
end, 4505 unveiled its expanded 
patio, a renovated shipping container. 
The sleek addition, which adds 20 
bench seats, allows those in search of 
outside eating to be protected from 
the elements. But don’t expect a drab, 
dark container; three skylights anda 
rustic, succulent-filled planter bring 
the beauty of the outdoors in. 

The patio now boasts a wood fire 
“pig pit,’ which Farr and his fellow hog 
kings and queens will use for roasting 
whole pigs.

Caitlyn saw me on the street, 
and called out. There was a long pause 
while we decided whether to hug. 

We kept a safe distance. But I sur- 
prised myself by saying “we can grab 
coffee while you're still in town.” 

“Yes,” she said, thinking carefully. 

“Let’s.” 

But of course nothing happened. 

Then I sent her a note: “Not coffee. 
Drinks, and I’m going to write about it.” 

I knew the combination of reaching 
out and raising the stakes would be 
irresistible. 

She’s staying in the Richmond, so 
we went to Trad’r Sam’s. As San 
Francisco’s first tiki bar, it 
once pulled from across the 
city, but now it’s a place 
that the neighborhood 
dresses down to visit. 
The intimate room is 
dominated by a large 
half-circle bar at the 
center, the game plays 
on two TVs, and regu- 
lars make fun of each 
other while drinking. 

The menu categories 
appealed to Caitlyn — 
bowl drinks, rum drinks, 
vodka drinks, ice cream 
drinks — but weirdly none 
of the descriptions mentions 
the ingredients. 

What is a “Wind Surfer?” (According 
to the menu, “You'll hit the rocks.”) And 
Black Magic is “The Lover’s Potion.” 

“You might as well order randomly,” 
Isaid. “They should just have a Wheel 
of Drinks, which, actually, is a great 
idea. Only this is better because it’s free 
association: My God, free association 
drink ordering is such a better theme 
than tiki!” 

“T think Pll just ask the bartender for 
what is scotch-based and not sweet,” 
she said. 

“You can’t! We have to try free asso- 
ciation drinking together!” 

She grinned. “Okay. Let’s do this.” 

Reaching out and raising the stakes: 
She never could resist. 

My God, what am I doing? 

Caitlyn has a monkey tattoo, so she 
orders a Monkey’s Tail (“You'll be hang- 
ing from the rafters”) and we both agree 
I'm ordering a Diablo (“Named for the 
devil, so it has to be good.”). 

Caitlyn buys the first round, and the 
drinks come loaded with little umbrel- 
las, which she puts in her hair. We try, 
but one won't stay in mine. 

Then she tastes her orange concoc- 
tion. The face she makes is the one you 
see in police procedurals when someone 
realizes they've accidentally killed their 
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prostitute. It takes her a moment to 
breathe. “Refreshing,” she says. 

Caitlyn has been traveling around 
the world: She says she’s begun to think 
of cities as people. “Maldonado is a chill 
friend who you can do everything with. 
Barcelona is a city you want to fuck 
against the wall. Sri Lanka, you want to 
have his babies. Istanbul is an intellec- 
tual friend, both passionate and distant. 
And San Francisco,” she hesitates. “San 
Francisco is the face of every past lover.” 

I’m a sucker for a great line. 

Over time, Trad’r Sam’s fills up. It’s 
loud and full of energy; all it takes is a 
little spark to get this place going. Cait- 
lyn’s telling me stories about traveling 
the world, I’m telling her stories about 
underground art events and Burning 
Man pranks. We’re having a ridiculously 
good time. The only thing we’re not do- 
ing is ordering more drinks. We're defi- 

nitely feeling boozy, but not sweet 
and cheap. 

Were we like this, back 
when? So easy, so elec- 
tric? I don’t remember 
it like that. I wonder 

if this is better than 

it was, or if it was 
always this good and 
I just can’t recall it 
through a haze of 
anger. Do we have 
great chemistry? 

Or is she just char- 

ismatic this way, and 

I’m only along for 

the ride? 

I’ve had people ask 
the same thing about me. 
T ask her directly. She 

smiles. “I’m just this excited to 
see you. 

Uh huh. Even if it’s true, that’s not 
the answer. Someone recently wrote 
a song about her. It’s called “Caitlyn 
and Fire.” 

“Don't we know it,” I say about the 
title. “Actually, that sounds like a drink 
description here.” She cracks up. I also 
have a theme song: an instrumental 
piece a friend composed about me. We 
delightedly play our personal music for 
each other on our phones. 

Near the end of the night, Caitlyn 
tells me she’s trying to be celibate. To 
her it means freedom, independence, 
and space for her soul. Years ago she 
vowed to change everything in her life, 
and she has. 

Hearing this, I decide not to reach 
out and raise the stakes. 

It might have worked (who knows?) 
but it’s what I never should have done, 
years ago. A point that we somehow 
never once discussed. 

Caitlyn is now gone far away. Trad’r 
Sam’s will always be here, getting more 
comfortable as time wears it down.

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Tn ESG Dances Across 
The Finish Line 


The legendary New York art-funk band plays its final performance at Hard French's five-year anniversary party.

ESG, the minimalist dance band 
associated with the late-1970s no wave 
movement in New York City, will cele- 
brate the end of its influential 38-year 
career at Hard French’s Pride weekend 
blowout. It will be the first time the 
group has played an event specifically 
oriented toward the LGBT community, 
but the band and monthly gay-themed 
party share a common mission state- 
ment: make people dance. 

“If you're coming to the show 
you re going to dance till you drop!” 
says vocalist Renee Scroggins, who 
cofounded ESG in 1977 with sisters 
Valerie (drums), Deborah (bass), 
and Marie (congas). The trio has per- 
formed off and on along with various 
lineups since then. “I’m so glad I was 
able to do this show for Hard French,” 
the singer adds, “because they’ve been 
getting at us for years, and this will 
probably be the last time you will ever 
see ESG perform.” 

Scroggins has knee problems and 
is due for major surgery in December. 
The recovery includes a year of physi- 
cal therapy, which leads her to believe 
Hard French’s five-year anniversary 
on June 28 at the Mezzanine in San 
Francisco will be the group’s final per- 
formance. “I don’t anticipate coming 
back, like 90 percentage,” she says. 
“The thought of me getting up on that 
stage and bouncing around after all 
that isn’t that appealing.” 

ESG (stands for Emerald, Silver, 
and Gold) started under the family 
Christmas tree decades ago. Scroggins 
and her sisters had watched the weekly 
variety show SOUL! religiously as chil- 
dren growing up in the South Bronx 
and pleaded with their mother, a clerk 
at the New York City Health Depart- 
ment, for instruments that would 
help them re-create the music they 
heard on the family TV. In an effort 
to keep her girls out of trouble, Mom 
Scroggins surprised the children with 
instruments one Christmas morning. 

“If she didn’t buy us the instru- 
ments we wouldn't be here. It was the 
70s, things were rough in the Bronx. 
There was gangs, drugs, things like 
that — a lot of teenage pregnancies 
— and my mom didn’t want us hang- 
ing out and doing things like that, so 


she bought us instruments. After that 
we just stayed in the house and con- 
tinued to try to write things,” Scrog- 
gins, who saw her own daughters join 
the band decades later, says. 

ESG rubbed shoulders with fellow 
musicians on the no wave scene of 
the late ’70s and early ’80s, sharing 
a label (99 Records) with two of the 
experimental post-punk genre’s more 
notable bands: Liquid Liquid and the 
Bush Tetras. Although ESG shares 
with those bands the same sort of 
confrontational, post-punk edge — 
notably, in songs like “Erase You,” off 
1991’s ESG — its music is even more 
funky and danceable. 

ESG took equal inspiration from 
classic soul and the sounds of the pre- 
hip-hop Bronx streets to create songs 
that artists like Beastie Boys, Big Dad- 
dy Kane, and Wu-tang Clan would lat- 
er sample, introducing ESG’s art-funk 
to larger audiences. Unimpressed, 
ESG responded via a 1992 EP titled, 
Sample Credits Don’t Pay Our Bills. 
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“It was disco into punk, and punk 
into techno and house — all these 
different music scenes affect you,” 
Scroggins says. “In New York I would 
hear music in the park; all my Latin 
brothers and sisters out there playing 
congas and Coke bottles in the middle 
of the night. It’s very inspiring. And 
I’m a big fan of James Brown, so all 
that stuff came together as far as 
ESG’s style of writing.” 

As for the June 28 Hard French 
party: It started five years ago after a 
promoter dropped the ball and left an 
afternoon slot open at El Rio. Devon 
Devine and a group of friends jumped 
at the opportunity to create and grow 
a party for queer people of all kinds. 

“We all threw a birthday party 
together one time, and just thought, 
‘This party was so fun, why don’t we 
do it all the time?” Devine says of 
the monthly party that now draws 
an average of 600 people. “ESG was 
a bucket-list band for Hard French, 
they’re just so influential in music 





and fit together with the vibe of our 
party. When we all sat down to talk 
about who we were going to bring 
out for our five-year anniversary 
party, the first band we thought of 
was ESG.” 

According to Devine, the first thing 
Scroggins expressed to the organizers 
of Hard French was how excited she 
was to finally get the opportunity to 
play directly to the LGBT part of the 
band’s audience. “It melted all our 
hearts,” Devine says. 

“In New York, the LGBT commu- 
nity has always supported us,” Scrog- 
gins says. “Clubs like the Paradise 
Garage, up until the very end, the 
last days of their closing party, have 
always been very supportive of ESG. 
They created the buzz. If they played 
it there, it was happening. So I find it 
a great pleasure that I’m able to come 
and do this and give a little bit back 
to the community.”

Minimalism 
Goes Big for 
Terry Riley's 
80th Birthday

Fantastically (and ironically), 
composer/performer Terry Riley’s 80th 
birthday fete — a celebration of the musi- 
cian often recognized as the “Father of 
Minimalism” — is a three-day, monumen- 
tal extravaganza. 

San Francisco-based, Gram- 
my-winning Kronos Quartet/Kronos 
Performing Arts Association, will host 
the birthday bash, at SFJAZZ Center 
June 26-28. The festivities include a 
selection of Riley’s first- or one-of-a- 
kind compositions, a new work by Yoko 
Ono, six one-minute pieces written by 
composers expressly for the occasion, 

a conversation with Riley and Kronos’ 
founder David Harrington about their 
over three decades of working together, 
appearances by guest artists singer/ 
songwriter Pete Townshend (the Who), 
violinist Kala Ramnath, Beat poet Mi- 
chael McClure, pipa player Wu Man, The 
Living Earth Show (Travis Andrews and 
Andy Meyerson), and more. The heady 
concoction of reconstructions, commis- 
sions, and collaborations culminates 

in a final performance by Kronos of 
Riley’s two-hour, five-part Salome Dances 
for Peace, a work the group hasn't per- 
formed in over 20 years. 

If Riley’s music is, at its core, a tiny, 
perfectly formed circle, the concentric 
circles resulting from his influence on 
generations of musicians is enormous. 
Along with Phillip Glass, Steve Reich, 
John Adams, and others whose com- 
positions are little constrained despite 
categorization as “minimalism” and 
stylistic descriptions including “repeti- 
tive,” “polymetric,’ “looping,” or 
“droning,” the architecture of Riley’s 
music unfolds to connect global, 
universal, multigenerational realms. 

Steeped in musical traditions as 
varied as avant-garde/postmodern 
composer John Cage, jazz trumpeter/ 
composer Miles Davis, Indian classical 
singer/educator Pandit Pran Nath, and 
others, Riley’s near-addiction for col- 
laborations led to signature works early 
in his career that blended Eastern and 
Western music traditions. Receiving an 
M.A. in composition from UC Berkeley 
and eventually assuming a position at 
Mills College in Oakland after exten- 
sive work with seminal, cross-genre, 
and avant-garde artists in Europe and 
New York City in the 1960s, Riley had 
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Chris Felver 


work that took enormous strides in the 
development of electronic music, tape 
looping techniques, deep exploration of 
improvisation in Eastern and Western 
contemporary music, and significantly, 
the non-vibrato sound of Kronos. 

“One of the most important things 
we learned from Terry is the non-vi- 
brato,” says violinist John Sherba, 60, 

a member of Kronos since 1978. “Tt 
means the expression of the bow be- 
comes something you think about in 

a different way. Vibrato can be used to 
mask pitch — without it, you still want 
a chord to tune exactly. We'd spend 
hours with Terry, just tuning a chord.” 

Sherba says Riley’s character is in- 
terwoven in every piece he composed: 
Sparkling imagination percolates in the 
rhythms; gentility shines in lush, lyrical 
passages; dignity, respect, and social 
justice for all people strides boldly in 
the form of complex tonalities requiring 
that an ensemble play as a cohesive unit. 
“In the back of your mind it’s always 
there that it’s hard, but you want to do it 
justice,” Sherba says. 

Although there’s endurance required 
to perform Sunday night’s Salome, 
Sherba says playing its buoyant rhythms 
leaves him with a residual boost, like 
a good workout. Performing Sunrise of 
the Planetary Dream Collector (1980) on 
Friday night’s program, Sherba’s likely 
to recall improvising at Riley’s ranch 
in Grass Valley. “Being there, we heard 
the frogs, Terry singing his morning 
raja warmups — it was one of our first 
attempts at going off the page. We were 
young and of course, we overdid it. Terry 
was chuckling, I was throwing in every- 
thing and the kitchen sink and Terry 
said, ‘It’s better to sit back and listen. 
You don’t have to carry it yourself.” 

Hank Dutt, 62, echoes Sherba’s 
recollections of working with Riley 
after joining Kronos as the quartet’s 
viola player in 1977. “Terry didn’t write 
things down at that point. I credit David 
(Harrington) with getting him to write a 
score, Dutt says. 

Even with a score to follow, Dutt 
says Riley’s work is “daunting” because 


Riley’s skill as a performer allows 
him to create spontaneous, 13- 
beat patterns and then come 
back to them while improvising 
— or change meter continuously, 
as happens in Cusp of Magic, 

a work featuring pipa master 
Man. The lush chords, cool tones 
with no vibration, and perfect 
tuning required to play Riley’s 
compositions allow Dutt to ac- 
centuate his instrument’s rich, 
middle-voice between the bass of 
the cello and the high violins. “I 
save the ‘ice cream’ (the rare bits 
of vibrato he occasionally allows 
to slip into his playing) for the 
most beautiful notes.” 

A special festival treat will be 
a one-minute piece by former 
Kronos cellist Joan Jeanrenaud 
who performed with the group 
1978-1999. “She was pivotal for all of us 
— it will be significant to welcome her 
back,” Dutt says. 

Along with longtime friends and col- 
laborators, the birthday party includes 
select third generation, Riley-influenced 
musicians, like San Francisco-based The 
Living Earth Show. Electric guitarist 
Andrews and percussionist Meyerson 
form the duo that operates as an elec- 
tro-classical chamber ensemble. Known 
for blending classical music, indie rock, 
electronics, world music, and remark- 
able rhythmic dexterity — proving an 
inheritance from Riley — Andrews, 31, 
and Meyerson, 29, are graduates of the 
San Francisco Conservatory. 

“David Harrington invited us for cof- 
fee and was all gung-ho about the idea 
of working on a piece,” Andrews says, 
about the invitation to participate in the 
festival. “We just said “yes” to whatever 
he was thinking of doing.” 

Harrington selected a world pre- 
miere version of A Rainbow in Curved 
Air, a 1969 composition using overdub- 
bing and an album on which Riley plays 
all of the instruments. The piece was 
largely improvisational and incorporat- 
ed electronic elements and an approach 
that is now considered pioneering by 
music historians. 

Although the original version used 
various keyboards and electronic ma- 
nipulation, Andrews says the re-creation 
involves deliberate rescoring to re-cre- 
ate the “trippyness” of the piano and 
human beings playing notes to match 
the work’s electronically delayed eighth 
notes. “What’s really weird is that we’re 
trying to be as faithful as possible and 
by doing that, we're hitting the luddite 
switch and doing the un-technological 
thing. We tried to figure out his carefree 
improvisations as if they were gospel. 
Being faithful to notes is part of loving 
the historical documentation.”

Houston’s Geto Boys came into the 
spotlight after their self-titled re- 
cord on Rick Rubin’s boutique la- 
bel, American Recordings, hit 
record shelves in 1990.

ITamamale grad student who is technically engaged 
to a female grad student. She has numerous positive 
qualities, but she is repulsed by sex. She is very sensi- 
tive about her repulsion and becomes distraught 
when I broach the subject. She says that even the 
thought of doing anything sexual with me elicits a 
panic attack. She also insists that she is “broken” be- 
cause, in the hopes of preventing me from leaving her, 
she forced herself to go further than she felt comfort- 
able. We are both virgins, and the furthest that we 
ever went sexually was cunnilingus. She has never 
seen me completely naked or expressed any interest in 
making love to me. When she revealed that any form 
of sexual affection prompted panic attacks and psy- 
chological distress, I decided to call off our engage- 
ment. She proceeded to threaten to kill herself and 
blame me for her aversion to sex. I agreed to continue 
the relationship but insisted that we postpone mar- 
riage. She refuses to go to couples counseling. I love 
her and enjoy her companionship, but my sexual 
self-esteem is devastated. I feel rejected and bitter, 
and Iam still with her mainly because of guilt. Al- 
though she denies that this contributes to the situa- 
tion, she also holds strong religious convictions. She 
claims that she always had a weak libido and that 
bodily fluids (especially semen) disgust her. Finally, 
despite her use of oral contraceptives, she fears preg- 
nancy. She also disapproves of my family and friends, 
my interest in science, my distrust of religion, and my 
use of antidepressants. My questions: (1) If I did 
cause or contribute to her sexual aversion, do I havea 
lifelong obligation to remain with her? (2) Barring 
cheating, the impetus for her decision to break up 
with a previous boyfriend, what other options do I 
have? (3) Could her sexual aversion ever dissipate? 
(4) Could her sexual aversion stem from asexuality? 
Gradually Escalating Threats Obligate 
Unending Togetherness 


1. You are not obligated to stay with this 
unpleasant woman for the next 50 years just be- 
cause you made the mistake of proposing to her. 
And even if she started fucking you, GETOUT, 
do you really want to be with her? 

2. Why bar cheating? If taking herself hos- 
tage is so intimidating that it prevents you from 
breaking up with her (threatening to kill herself 
= taking herself hostage), then go ahead and 
cheat on her, or pretend to cheat on her, and let 
her break up with you. 

3. Her sexual aversion may dissipate over 
time. Or it may not. But someone who doesn’t 
want to fuck someone — and she clearly doesn’t 
want to fuck you — rarely starts wanting to 
fuck that someone down the road. So she may 
get over her sexual aversion in time, but she’ll 
probably be fucking someone else when she 
does... even if she’s married to you. 

4. Could be that, sure. But unless you're 
willing to live a sexless life with a manipulative 
spouse who disapproves of your family, friends, 
meds, etc., the root cause of her sexual aversion 
is irrelevant. 


Iam getting married to my partner next month. I’m 
super pumped. Her family is awesome and supportive. 
I’ve had a long back and forth with my family about 
the wedding — including inviting them and saying 
how much it would mean to me if they would come. 
I'm trying to be the bigger person, even though they 
have never been supportive of me as a queer person. I 
suspect some of them are not coming, as I got a pretty 
intense e-mail from my sister-in-law about how my 
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family can’t support my engagement because blah 
blah Catholic blah. Yesterday was the RSVP due date, 
and none of them have responded. So it is now to the 
point where I’m going to have to call and outright ask 
if they're coming and potentially absorb all their re- 
jection personally. Here's the kicker: I found out 
through Facebook that my brother, who I used to 
think was my ally (he said that he and his GF were go- 
ing to try to make it to my wedding), is getting mar- 
ried seven days after we are! And he forgot to invite 
me?! So with this knowledge, what am I supposed to 
say when I call asking for RSVPs? 

Please Please Please Help 


You are not going to absorb your shitty 
family’s rejection personally, PPPH, because 
you are not going to call each and every shitty 
member of your shitty family to personally ask 
each individual shit if they’re coming to your 
wedding. The shits aren’t coming — adjust your 
seating charts accordingly. And you know what? 
You don’t want these shits at your wedding. You 
don’t want to see your shitty sister-in-law’s sour 
face when you look out at your guests. You don’t 
want to see your shitty brother’s face — the 
shit throws you noncommittal shitty scraps and 
then in a shit move fails to invite you to his own 
wedding — when you cut the cake. You want 
people at your wedding who love and support 
you, who love and support your relationship — 
and your shitty family has made it abundantly 
clear that they are incapable of loving and 
supporting you. 

It’s worse than that: Your shitty family has 
made it clear that they will seize any opportuni- 
ty to wound you. So stop creating those oppor- 
tunities. Don’t send any more invitations, don’t 
make any more phone calls, unfollow the fuck- 
ers on Facebook.

Lately, he doesn’t seem that interested in in- 
vesting in our relationship, but when I talk to him, he 
says the opposite. We are a bit long-distance (he lives 
an hour away). Two weeks ago, he went home to visit 
his parents. I was going to see him when he got back, 
but he said he wasn't feeling well. Then last week, he 
went to his best friend's wedding. Now he tells me he’s 
got to go back home this weekend to get his laptop.
